BEAUTY OF MODERN BATTLESHIPS. 


The beauty of the modern battleship is the theme of 
admiring comment by the Navy and Army Illustrated. 
Discarding the description of a battleship as something 
between a railway station and a bazaar, this writer says 
of it: “At anchor even it sits the water with an almost 
graceful air of calm strength. When it is under steam 
we can leave out the ‘almost,’ and speak without reserva- 
tion of the rapid, gliding force of its motion, the swan- 
like dignity of its uprightness, the sweeping lines of its 
swoop and turn and hovering slow-down. Anything that 
lies upon the waves takes from them an elegance of 
buoyancy. A ship which has complete mastery over her 
element adds to this elegance a sense of power, too easy 
and assured to be self-conscious or overbearing. To see 
a number of these enormous vessels, each sheathed from 
end to end in shell-resisting armor and designed so as to 
give her as much speed as is compatible with her immense 
strength, going through a series of complicated evolutions 
is a sight that no one with an eye for harmony of line 
and balance of proportion can watch without feeling keen 
aesthetic pleasure.” 

As seen at night, under the rays of the search lights, 
of the forts during the recent joint maneuvers, their light 
outlines silhouetted against the dark background of the 
sky, the battleships were a sight worth going far to see. 
Even at anchor they gave an impression of reserved nower 
which was very effective even to those who remember 
affectionately the old line-of-battle ship which John Rus- 
kin described as “the most honorable thing that man, as 
a gregarious animal, has ever produced, putting into it 
as much of his human patience, common sense, fore- 
thought, experimental philosophy, self-control, habits of 
order and obedience, thoronghly wrought handwork, de- 
fiance of irate elements, careless courage, careful patriot- 
ism and calm expectation of the judgment of God, as can 
well be put into a shape of 300 feet long by 80 broad.”

Some interesting details of the work accomplished 
by the Imperial Military Railways during the late war 
are given by the London Times. The organization of 
the lines had to be extemporized, and great difficulties 
arose from the ignorance of raikway matters amongst 
local commandants and even generals in charge of dis- 
tricts. Trucks were detained indefinitely, station yards 
blocked, and soldiers sent short distances by rail when 
they could very well have marched. From the first there 
was a great shortage of rolling stock. On the occupa- 
tion of Bloemfontein 26 engines, 342 trucks, and 22 
passenger coaches were captured, but of the engines 
scarcely more than 13 were in working order. More en- 
gives and trucks were found at Johannesburg and Pre- 
toria, but not until the end of September, 1900, did any 
large quantity of rolling stock fall into British hands. 
In that month 222 engines and 4,250 trucks were taken 
at Koomati Poort, and materially lightened the burden 
of the railway. On. June 7, 1900, began the first of a 
series of attacks on the line. The wrecking and capture 
of several trains at night brought about the stoppage of 
night traffic. One bold scheme adopted was to wait 
for a train as it passed slowly up a steep gradient, ride 
behind it, and then disconnect. the vacuum brake; the 
train was brought to a standstill, and was promptly sur- 
rounded. The reply to this was to place an escort at 
the end of a train in an armored truck which was not 
connected by the brake. Contact mines next became 
general, The lock of a Martini-Henry rifle was secured, 
the trigger guard removed, and a cartridge containing 
dynamite or nitro-glycerine instead of the ordinary 
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charge was inserted; the whole was then placed under- 
neath a rail, the trigger resting against the bottom of the 


rail; cylinders of nitro-glycerine were put all around: 


the stones between the sleepers were replaced, 
everything was done to remove all signs of ‘their 
ing been disturbed. The deflection of the rail, ca 
by the passage of a train, exploded the mine. To de- 


den in long grass behind a rock near the lime, a Boer 
would fire the mine by means of a wire at any moment 
that pleased him. On one occasion the enemy allowed a 
pilot train, an armored train, and a mail train to pass, 
and then blew up the fourth train containing supplies, 
which they captured. To this device there was no 
possible answer save the extension of the blockhouse 
system. As the number of these buildings increased 
along the railway the line became less and less dis- 
turbed, until finally, during the closing months of the 
war, normal running, day and night, was resumed.

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To those desirous of a clear view of the conditions 
underlying the existing political troubles in Venezuela, 
we commend an article by Richard Harding Davis which 
appears in the current number of Harper’s Weekly 
under the title “The Revolution in Venezuela.” Mr. 
Davis has visited Venezuela frequently in the last ten 
years, and as a result of his observations he declares 
that, while apparently nothing is so irregular as the 
manner in which the Presidents of that republic succeed 
one another, the fact is that the process for making a 
President down there is as well defined as the recipe 
for making a Spanish omelet. The ingredients, he ex- 
plains, are several years of hard fighting in the field 
helping to make some other man President; money, 
loaned openly by ambitious backers who want cabinet 
positions, or secretly by hard-headed business men up 
North who want concessions; six months of propaganda 
from the islands of Curacoa and Trinidad; a tramp- 
steamer to land arms and ammunition; and the capture 
of Barcelona, Maracaibo, Valencia, La Guayra and Car- 
acas, in the order named. Mr. Davis holds that the 
burden of responsibility for the disorders in Venezuela 
rests heavily upon the United States. “We permit no 
foreign power to regulate that ‘distressful country,’” he 
remarks, “and yet we hesitate to assume the right to 
keep it in order. Europe contends that if by the Monroe 
doctrine and our Navy we forbid any foreign power to 
interfere in the affairs of our sister republics, it is only 
right that we should see that the interests of foreign 
powers in those countries are not endangered. There 
seems much justice in the contention.”

The British Royal Artillery, like the Bourbons, ap- 
parently learns nothing, whatever it may forget. The 
Army and Navy Gazette criticizing its maneuvers at 
Woolwich before the Shah the other day says: “Field 
batteries were constantly exposed, without any attempt 
at concealment, in serried lines along the sky line, ex- 
posed to the fire of the enemy’s guns.” Thus wrote the 
able gunner just quoted in ‘The Artillery in Natal.’ But 
he might just as truly write to-day of “The Artillery at 
Aldershot.’ There they were—batteries of six guns, 
‘exposed without any attempt at concealment, in serried 
lines along the sky line, exposed to the fire of the enemy’s 
guns.’ What a training for recruits after all this teach- 
ing. Guns two or three yards apart—limbers close up. 
One shell would have done for the lot. One almost 
wished it had come, so that at least one lesson might be 
taught. True, gun teams were taken a little way off. 
But gun detachments never attempted to sink the wheels 
to hide the piece with heather. ‘Forty winks’ were pref- 
erable. The general saw the blunder, told the major of 
it, but it was not corrected. The men were not shown 
how to do better and for what reason. They will have 
to die to learn. It is -efficacious, but costly—and late, 
too late.” 
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Brigadier General Gillespie, Chief of Engineers, 
U.S.A., desires to obtain for historical purposes infor- 
mation regarding the origin of the use of the “em- 
brasured bastion” and of the “turreted castle” as the 
insignia of the Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., there being 
no record in his office of the adoption of the former or 
of the use and adoption of the latter prior to 1840. 
Descriptions of these or any other devices that may have 
been used for the designation of the Corps of Engineers, 
U.S.A., of the Corps of Artillerists and Engineers prior 
to 1802, and of the Engineers in the Revolutionary 
armies, or references to printed descriptions, are desired. 
Samples of buttons, belt plates or epaulettes from uni- 
forms, seals or impressions from seals containing such 
devices, with the date of their use, that may be obtain- 
able and sent to his office will be returned if desired. 
It is thought that possibly the information may be ob- 
tained from the memoirs, private papers or diaries of 
early officers of the Army. Descriptions of the flags 
borne by engineer organizations of the Armies of the 
United States and authority for their adoption and use, 
so far as may be practicable, are also desired.

flotillas may at any time play an important part. He 
concluded by suggesting that the Germans might have 
intentions in that direction, and might even have flotillas 
ready for use upon the Vistula and the Niemen. 





been conclusively proved by the experiments which have 
been in progress in Washington for several weeks under 
the supervision of the Bureau of Steam Engineering of 
the’ Navy Department. These tests have been made 
with fourteen different types of burners, of American 
invention, under a 2,000 horse-power boiler, and while 
the engineers in charge have not yet submitted their 
final report, they have prepared a preliminary report 
which is to the effect that not one of the burners was 
capable of producing steam in a Navy boiler as economi- 
cally as it can be produced with coal. To many engi- 
neers, both in and out of the Navy, this result of ex- 
periments which have been particularly thorough and 
comprehensive, will be a disapointment, as meaning that 
the time for that innovation has not yet arrived. 





The auxiliary gunboat Eagle has been commissioned 
under orders recently issued from the Navy Department, 
and will be assigned to duty in Cuban and Porto Rican 
waters for surveying service. An accurate survey of 
these waters is in the interest of Cuban as well as for- 
eign navigation, and it is believed that the Cuban gov- 
ernment will interpose no objection to the presence of the 
Eagle in Cuban waters. 
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The excellent account of the German maneuvers by 
an expert correspondent of the London Times is very 
complimentary to the officers of the Army of Emperor 
William. He describes the patience of the German of- 
ficer as the instructor of his men, the intelligent recep- 
tivity of the rank and file and the perfect appreciation of 
fine discipline. The experiences of the Boer War are 
being studied and looser formations adopted.. The ex- 
treme limit of a battalion in the German line is 400 
meters, against 600 :vards or 540 meters in the British 
Army, 300 meters in the French Army, 285 in the Rus- 
sian and 280 in the Austrian Army. Commenting on 
this difference, the Militar-Wochenblatt remarks that al- 
though a great extension of front in attack may be 
adopted without danger against enemies of a certain 
class, and in what it calls “detachment warfare,” its 
adoption in great battles would be attended with great 
peril. Extended formations have at the outset of the 
attack a certain power, and facilitate the outflanking or 
turning of the enemy, but they have no sustained force. 
The more extended the front, the greater becomes the 
difficulty of directing the attack. The weakness of the 
flanks and the difficulty of maintaining the strength of 
the line throughout also become increased. In the 
Franco-German War the average front of an attacking 
brigade, acting in connection with other troops, was 
from 800 to 1,000 meters (giving from 6 to 7% rifles to 
the meter), and whenever this extension was exceeded 
critical positions arose, which necessitated bringing up 
fresh troops to the threatened points. Circumstances, 
the German paper continues, have not so far altered 
that it would be now safe for a brigade to attack an 
enemy deserving of respect, on a front of 2,000 meters, 
as laid down in the Hnglish regulations. With such an 
extension there would be no staying power in the at- 
tack. The fact is, the writer concludes, that while for- 
merly in England unduly narrow frontages were in fa- 
vor, the pendulum has now swung over to the opposite 
extreme. 
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The Medical Department of the Army is having con- 
siderable trouble in filling the forty odd vacancies exist- 
ing in the grade of assistant surgeon. Examinations are 
being held at the Medical Museum in Washington, but 
the same large proportion of failures are being recorded. 
Thus far but five candidates have qualified out of the 
large number, exceeding thirty, who have taken the ex- 
amination; Those who have been found qualified by the 
board are Levy Millspaugh Hathaway, Philip W. Huan- 
tington, Jesse R. Harris, George H. Scott and John 
Alexander Scott. The board will hold its last session 
during the week, commencing Oct. 20. Wxaminations 
will also be held in the Philippine Islands of those con- 
tract surgeons who desire to obtain commissions in the 
Regular Army. In the Medical’ Department of the 
Navy they are forming an eligible list of surgeons by 
examining candidates and appointing them emergency 
surgeons under an old provision of law. The Secretary 
of the Navy will ask Congress during its next session to 
grant a large increase in the number of naval surgeons. 
The vacancies thus created will be filled from the eligi- 
ble list without any further examination. 
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At the risk of provoking another fierce vituperative 
how! from the “anti-imperialists,” some of whom at the 
last session of Congress denounced Major General Chaffee 
as “a buteber,” we venture to republish the following 
suggestion from the New York Times, and to signify 
our unqualified approval of the same. The Times says: 
“It behooves this country to note well the fact that one 
Adna Romanza Chaffee, Major General, United States 
Army, is on the transport Sumner, bound for home from 
lands remote, and to get busy about the preparation of a 
fitting welcome for him. To be really fitting the welcome 
will have to be extremely warm and on a large scale. 
General Chaffee is a credit to the profession of arms, 
which is something, and to the United States of America, 
which is more. For many a year he was only an officer 
and a gentleman who attracted the occasional attention 
of those with an eye for the performance of soldierly 
duties more important than conspciuous, but with the 
Spanish War opportunity came to him—not the oppor- 
tunity to be a better soldier than he was before, but to be 
the same sort of a soldier in places upon which the eyes 
of his countrymen were fixed—and then he began to earn 
glory for himself and his Nation. After Cuba it was 
China, and we all know what he did in China. The 
whole world saw him there, indeed, and though he didn’t 
please quite everybody, he—well, to put it mildly, he con- 
tented us. After China it was the Philippines, where 
again things happened to keep the general’s name in 
mind, and now he is coming home! The continent won't 
tip any when he sets foot on its western edge, but there 
certainly ought to be judiciously assorted noises when he 
lands, and appropriate ceremonies will be in order. Not 
one of many great emergencies has found General Chaffee 
in the slightest degree wanting. Even the ‘anti-impe- 
rialists’ view him with a milder disapproval than they 
bestow upon any other zealous executor of their country’s 
chosen policies, and that is enough in itself to prove that 
the rest of us ought to greet him with wild enthusiasm.” 





Major Gen. Samuel B. M. Young, U.S.A., is quoted 
in a London interview as taking a hopeful view of the 
cholera situation in the Philippines, though he acknowl- 
edges that conditions at present are extremely serious. 
He calls attention to the fact that during the last epi- 
demic in the islands previous to the American occupation 
the disease was more virulent in August than in any 
other month, and he concludes that the record will show 
the same to have been true this year. Genera] Young 
adds: “Cholera and malaria are certainly very serious 
questions in the Philippines. The Filipino is an almost 
hopeless person to do anything with. By compulsion 
only can he be compelled to take the measures necessary 
to stamp out epidemic. I always made it a court-martial 
offense for enlisted men to drink anything but boiled 
water, and insisted on their sleeping under mosquito 
bars. If those two simple measures would only be 
adopted by the natives we would have little cholera 
or fever in the Philippines. After a while, when they see 
their fellow natives dying like flies and American soldiers 
under exactly the same conditions fat and well, they may 
profit by the example. But I fear the majority of the 
uneducated natives will continue to dig their holes in the 
sand and drink water therefrom until American rifles 
make such a proceeding dangerous. The task of intro- 
ducing sanitary measures in Cuba was hard enough, but 
it is twice as difficult in the Philippines. Yet I do not 
despair that eventually we shall be able to stamp out 
such alarming outbreaks as are now occurring. General 
Davis, whom General Chaffee left in charge, is certainly 
one of the best men who could be intrusted with the job.” 





Another link in the British cable system in the Pacific 
was completed with the arrival of the steamer Colonia 
at Tanning Island, near the Fiji group, on Oct. 6. The 
Colonia sailed from the Canadian terminus of the cable 
on the west coast of Vancouver Island on Sept. 18, and 
laid 3,455 miles of cable between that point and Fanning 
Island in seventeen days and twenty-one hours, an aver- 
age of eight miles an hour, which, it is believed, surpasses 
the best records in cable construction. The performance 
is a challenge to the American projectors who are about 
to carry an ocean cable from San Francisco to Honolulu 
and thence to Manila and Hong Kong, but unless we 
over-estimate their energy and enterprise they may safely 
be counted upon to outdo the achievement of their British 
rivals. Whether the American cable will have a station 
at Wake Island, which lies between Honolulu and Ma- 
nila, will doubtless depend somewhat upon the results of 
an investigation of the island to be made by Comdr. 
Charles E, Fox, U.S.N., commanding the U.S.S. Adams, 
during the forthcoming cruise of that vessel from the 
Mare Island Navy Yard. Wake Island belongs to the 
United States, but has never been thoroughly explored, 
though it is believed to be little more than a mass of 
barren rock. Commander Fox will investigate it with 
reference to its availability for a cable station. 
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In the course of a review of an article by Capt. Alfred 
T. Mahan, U.S.N., entitled “Why the United States 
Needs a Greater Navy,” the London Times points out 
very clearly that naval increase is simply the price that 
nations must pay for growth in the commercial and po- 
litical affairs of the world. There is a somewhat plain- 
tive and resentful note, however, in the further remark 
of the Times that “it may occur some day to the powers 
which seek to establish a commercial monopoly in their 
own favor that even a monopoly can be too dearly pur- 
chased at such a price as, to all appearance, they will 
have to pay.” The obvious meaning of this observation 





is that the enormous enlargement of our ocean commerce 
may require a schedule of naval expansion that will not 
be worth what it costs. This utterance from the fore- 
most organ of public opinion in a nation whose trade 
supremacy on the seas has been established and main- 
tained on the principle that commercial and naval devel- 
opment must advance along parallel lines, is somewhat 
remarkable. We are persuaded, however, that it is 
prompted not so much by real solicitude for the future 
welfare of our naval establishment as by an acute and 
not unnatural resentment against the increase of Ameri- 
can competition with our British kinsmen in the traffic 
of the world. 
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Brig. Gen. Joseph P. Sanger, U.S.A., whom the Secre- 
tary of War has placed in charge of the proposed census 
of the Philippines, is admirably equipped for the duties 
required of him, and his appointment affords the amplest 
assurance that the work will be performed expeditiously. 
economically and accurately. General Sanger’s work in 
connection with the census of Cuba and that of Porto 
Rico was remarkably thorough and concise, and was 
highly commended by the War Department. The ex- 
perience gained in these undertakings will be of great 
value to him in directing the census of the Philippines, 
and in addition to that he has the advantage of an inti- 
mate acquaintance with the conditions and resources of 
the islands acquired during his services as an officer of 
the Inspector General’s Department. The tabular work 
of the census will be performed in Washington under the 
supervision of Capt. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., Chief 
of the Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War Department, 
whose services in that capacity have distinguished him 
as an executive officer of commanding ability. It is a 
fortunate circumstance that a work of such immense 
importance to the political and material interests of the 
Philippines has been entrusted to two officers so con- 
spicuously fitted for its duties. 
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Capt. Alexander R. Piper, U.S.A., retired, who on 
Oct. 6 was appointed Second Deputy Commissioner of 
Police of New York, vice Major F. H. E. Ebstein, 
U.S.A., retired, promoted to First Deputy, when asked 
as to what his policy would be, made a reply eminently 
characteristic of the accomplished soldier that he is. 
“My policy,” he said, “will be that of my chief, first, 
last and all the time.” The spirit manifested in that 
utterance is precisely what is needed in the New York 
Police Department. It is the spirit of obedience which 
means efficiency. It is the function of soldiers and po- 
licemen to execute policies, not to formulate them. What 
is required of the police force is more action and less 
politics, strict attention to orders and the maintenance 
of discipline that shall develop the full strength of the 
service in behalf of peace and order. Captain Piper’s 
training at West Point and his service in the Army war- 
rant the expectation that the men under his command 
will be brought to the highest attainable level of effli- 
ciency. Those who know him will agree that his appoint- 
ment is a splendid gain for the Police Department of 
New York. Captain Piper has done excellent service in 
the New York Fire Department. 
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Inasmuch as the Government at Washington does not 
see its way clear to withdraw the few United States 
troops still remaining in Cuba, it is prebable that the 
Cuban authorities will devote increased energy to form- 
ing an adequate military force of their own. In fact, 
a step in that direction has already been taken in a 
measure adopted by the lower branch of the Cuban Con- 
gress a few days ago, which propose to increase the 
Cuban artillery from four companies to twelve... Pru- 
dence, however, requires that our troops shall remain, 
not only until the native forces have been thoroughly 
fitted for their duties, but until the unsettled questions 
of naval coaling stations in Cuba for the United States 
and the political status of the Isle of Pines are definitely 
adjusted. It is a significant fact that the relations 
between the Cuban troops and the United States soldiers 
still in the island are exceedingly cordial, and that the 
demand for the summary withdrawal of the Americans 
comes almost entirely from politicians. Sensible Cubans, 
nearly all of whom agree that the conduct of the Ameri- 
can troops is singularly discreet and praiseworthy, scoff 
at the contention that the presence of those troops is a 
menace to the interests of the island. 

The President this week appointed Col. William 
Quinton of the Ist Infantry to be a brigadier general, 
and he was immediately placed on the retired list upon 
his own application. This process of appointing and re- 
tiring will be kept up for some time yet, and then the 
regular appointee will be designated. The promotion of 
Colonel Quinton caused these promotions in the infan- 
try: Lieut. Col. B. D. Price to be colonel; Major C. D. 
Cowles, to be lieutenant-colonel; Capt. E. A. Edwards 
to be major; 1st Lieut. H. W. Miller, to be captain and 
2 Lieut. C. K. La Motte to be Ist lieutenant. 
Other colonels mentioned as likely to be promoted to be 
brigadier-generals and retired are, Col. John H. Page, 
Col. Jacob Kline, Col. W. C. Forbush, Col. John I. 
Rodgers, Col. H. C. Hasbrouck. The excellent and long 
duty performed by Colonel Page of the 3d Infantry in 
the Philippine Islands will certainly be recognized by 
the War Department, as will the services performed by 
the other officers mentioned. The President is anxious 
to reward, as far as possible, all of the Civil War 
colonels and especially thos: who have rendered merito- 
rious service since 1898, 
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The Naval Board of Construction has practically com. 
pleted the plans for the two gunboats authorized by the 
last Congress, and it is believed that these small craft 
will embody all the good points ofthe ships now in com. 
mission with such others as experience has demonstrateq 
as necessary for success. They will have a sea speed of 
between ten and eleven knots per hour, with a maximum 
of but little over twelve knots per hour, It is intendeg 
that these vessels shall possess a steaming radius second 
to none of their class in the world, at the same time 
having weatherly qualities which will permit of their 
being detailed for service in any part of the world. The 
draft will be small, on account of the service for which 
they are intended, China and the Philippines. Each 
craft will be supplied with a battery of 4-inch guns, 
which together with a secondary battery of rapid fire 
and machine guns will render them really formidable 
fighting ships. Taken altogether these two vessels wil] 
embody pretty much everything which experience has sug- 
gested as requisite and necessary for the “piping times of 
peace” with which this country hopes to be blessed for 
many years to come. 
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It would: be interesting to know how many of the 
zealous gentlemen who are demanding that the United 
States Army shall be sent into the coal regions of Penn- 
sylvania to suppress disorder were opposed to sending 
the Army to the Philippines for the same purpose. The 
situation in the Philippines was urgent, and the Presi- 
dent’s power to send troops to deal with it was beyond 
doubt or question. The situation in Pennsylvania is far 
less critical, and the President has no power to deal with 
it until he is convinced that the laws of the United 
States have been violated, or until the authorities of 
Pennsylvania ask him to send troops or until a condition 
of anarchy prevails in that State. Yet there is reason 
to believe that certain “anti-imperialists” are eager to 
have him do in Pennsylvania, where he has at present 
no power to act, that which they condemned him for 
doing in the Philippines where his authority was un- 
questionable. 
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It is learned at the Navy Department that the trouble 
in connection with the 13-inch gun of the Indiana comes 
from a small eroded space which first made its anpear- 
ance several months ago in the lining of the gun. This 
area of erosion did not interfere at the time with the use 
of the gun, but with every discharge the area it has en- 
larged, until Admiral O’Neil decided it to be dangerous 
to allow the gun to be used further, so the gun is to be 
replaced by a new piece, which has been prepared at the 
Naval Ordnance Factory at Washington, and has b* 
shipped to the New York Navy Yard for installatiou 
place of the injured gun, which wil] have its eroded tube 
removed and a new tube inserted. This, the experts at 
the gun factory say, will make the gun “as good as new.” 
It is the first piece which has shown any signs of erosion, 
and the cause will be inquired into when the gun reaches 
the Washington factory. 
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Reports from Guam indicate that the financial em- 
barrassment of the authorities of the island caused by 
the refusal of the United States Congress to vote them 
an appropriation of $250,000 for public works, will be 
considerably increased by the losses resulting from a vio- 
lent earthquake on Sept. 22. Comdr. Seaton Schroeder, 
U.S.N.. Naval Governor of Guam, in a despatch to the 
Navy Departments estimates the damages to the naval 
station at $23,000 and adds that insular public buildings 
and bridges were damaged to the extent of $22,000. Crops 
in the island are said to have been destroyed by a tidal 
wave, and much suffering is reported among the inhabi- 
tants. In view of these distressing conditions, together 
with the entire lack cf funds in the insular treasury, 
Governor Schroeder’s appeal for authority and means 
to purchase materials end make repairs should and doubt- 
less will receive a prompt response from Washington.

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Capt. William B. Craighill, Engineer Corps, U.SA.,

army, the insults to our men and the terrors and suffer- 
ings that our women must endure.” 
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Secretary Root’s prompt compliance with a requisition 
for 10,000 pairs of Army shoes and 2,500 pairs of Army 
blankets for the National Guard of Pennsylvania, now 
on duty in the anthracite coal fields, though they are to 
be paid for by the State, is a practical demonstration of 
his appreciation of those troops as expressed in his ad- 
dress at their recent annual encampment at Gettysburg. 
The alacrity with which the entire National Guard of 
Pennsylvania has been assembled in obedience to the 
Governor’s orders, the excellent condition of the various 
commands and their readiness for the important work 
required of them fully entitle them to the assistance 
which has been extended by the War Department. 
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Speculation is rife in the Navy as to the probable 
selection of an officer to succeed Paym. Gen, Albert 8. 
Kenny when he retires from active service on Jan, 19, 
1908. As the time approaches for the vacancy to occur 
candidates for the billet of Paymaster General in the 
Navy are cropping up at a very lively rate of speed. 
There is much excellent material in the Pay Corps for 
the position, and the competition of the friends of the 
officers who are avowed candidates is becoming some- 
what exciting. Three of the most prominent candidates, 
according to their friends, are Pay Director Henry T. 
B. Harris, and Paymasters M. C. McDonald and Thomas 
J. Cowie. We do not mean to imply by this that there 
are not other officers of the Corps who stand an excellent 
chance to get the billet, but simply that these three offi- 
cers are named prominently. The friends of each are 
doing there utmost for their candidate but as far as we 
can determine the officers themeslves are letting matters 
pass along without taking any active part in the fray. 
Rear Admiral Melville, Chief of the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering, will also reach the retiring age in a few 
months, but it is well understood that he will be retained 
at the head of his bureau after his retirement because 
of age. Admiral Melville has the affairs of his bureau 
well in hand and is highly regarded by the President and 
the Secretary of the Navy. 
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To meet the pressing and immediate demands of the 
Navy the Secretary of the Navy has taken radical action 
and directed that the present first class of fifty-two mid- 
shipmen be graduated from the Naval Academy on Feb. 
1 next; the second class of seventy members will un- 
doubtedly be graduated on Feb. 1, 1904, and the third 
class, consisting at present of 125 members, will prob- 
he graduated on Feb. 1, 1905. The Bureau of Naviga- 
tion is now, by direction of Secretary Moody, preparing 
data to be submitted to Congress to show the urgent need 
for officers. This is the third time such action has been 
taken in five years, the classes of 1898 and 1900 having 
been graduated ahead of time and sent to sea to supply 
pressing requirements of the Service. The practice is not 
a commendable one. It is opposed to the traditions of 
the Naval Academy, and is something of a hardship to 
the midshipmen. But the situation at present is such 
that, unless the class of 1903 is graduated in advance, 
several ships which it is desirable to place in commissior 
early in the new year will have to remain idle until] sum- 
mer, while some of those already in commission must 
continue with short complements of officers. The ar- 
rangement agreed upon by Secretary Moody and Super- 
intendent Wainwright is simply the lesser of two evils,

the number of appointments to the Naval Academy. 
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If the gunboat Bogata, which the Colombian Gov- 
ernment fitted out at San Francisco, and which sailed 
from that port on October 8 from Panama, is worthy 
of her officers and crew, her arrival in Isthmian waters 
will in all likelihood be followed by proceedings worth 
watching. Her commander, Capt. H. H. Marmaduke, 
was an Officer in the Confederate navy; her executive 
officer is Lieut. Arthur H. Dutton, who was graduated 
from the U.S. Naval Academy in 1885, was honorably 
discharged from the Navy in 1887, was appointed lieu- 
tenant, junior grade, May 26, 1898, and was honorably 
discharged Jan. 10, 1899. Among the other officers of 
the Bogata are several who served with the U.S. Vol- 
unteer forces in Cuba, China and the Philippines. Her 
enlisted force consists of men nearly all of whom held 
discharge papers from the U.S. Navy, though there are 
a dozen or more who are said to have deserted from the 
U.S.S. Oregon. With such a complement of officers 
and men the Bogata should be able to stir things up 
in the Isthmus, and render telling service to the Col- 
umbian Government in crushing the existing insur- 
recuion, 
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The War Department has published the final re- 
port of Brig.

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Secretary Root’s order setting aside an 1,800-acre 
tract of land within five miles of Manila, as a military 
reservation, is the first step in a project to establish a 
system of modern brigade posts extending throughout the 
Philippine Islands. With the gradual reduction of the 
Army in the archipelago, considerations of economy and 
a proper regard for the physical and moral welfare of 
the troops retained in the islands require that the men 
shall be established in permanent quarters where the 
hardships of service in a trying climate may be reduced 
to the minimum. With modern buildings, including ample 
hospital accommodations and amusement halls, together 
with an abundant supply of pure water, these posts will 
undoubtedly do much to safeguard the health of the 
troops and relieve the monotony of garrison life in iso- 
lated regions. The project is in line with the best in- 
terests of the Army and is characteristic of Mr. Root’s 
keen regard for the welfare of the Service. 
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A London despatch to the New York Sun states that 
a device was tested at Aldershot recently for concealing 
the location of gun batteries. By an ingenious method of 
painting the guns and limbers the three primary colors, 
red, blue and yellow, they have been found to harmonize 
with any sort of ground or background so admirablv that 
at a short-distance they are difficult to locate. Six guns 
so painted were placed on Fox Hills and the Artillery 
officers at Aldershot were invited to try to locate them 
with field glasses at a distance of about 3,000 yards. 
Although all the officers knew the direction in which the 
guns lay not one was able to point all of them out. 
Some horse artillery that were sent forward to engage 
the guns advanced within 1,000 yards before they located 
them. At close quarters the guns appear to be all daubs 
and streaks. 





Miss Alice Kemmer, of Indiana, a member of the Hos- 
pital Nurse Corps of the Army, has been summoned to 
Washington to receive from the Government a reward 
for heroic service rendered in the Philippines. In an 
order issued by General Chaffee, published in these col- 
umns on Sept. 27, it was explained that Miss Kemmer 
voluntarily relinquished a leave of absence, and, though 
she had never had the smallpox, spent the months of 
April and May, 1902, with two smallpox patients—one 
the wife of an Army officer, the other a private soldier— 
in an isolated hospital in Manila, saving the lives of 
both. This official tender of thanks from General Chaffee 
has very properly moved the War Department to similar 
action. 











An Artillery correspondent asks: “What is the matter 
with the Artillery? The last appointment of brigadier- 
general in the Artillery was Col. Francis L. Guenther. 
who was immediately retired. Since that time twenty- 
one brigadier generals have been appointed from the Cav- 
alry, Infantry, Subsistence Department, Quartermaster’s 
Department and the Adjutant General’s Corps, and 
another has been talked of from the same corps. Is the 
Artillery altogether unworthy? Have they no friends 
at court? Something must be wrong somewhere to cause 
such discrimination.” Our correspondent may find some 
comfort in the announcement that Col. John I. Rodgers 
is to be promoted, although this will not give the Artil- 
lery a general officer on the active list of the Army. 





A special troop from the 7th U.S. Cavalry is to 
attend the horse show at Atlanta, Ga., as we stated re- 
cently, and Cant. Edward Anderson, in command, has put 
the men through some hard work. Orders have been issued 
excusing them from all further duty until their return 
from Atlanta. The troop has been practicing twice a 
day. The men are all very enthusiastic over the trip. 
and have entered the work with their hearts full of the 
desire to make a fine showing. In addition to Captain 
Anderson, the other officers are Lieuts. Archibald F. 
Commiskey, Ralph N. Hayden and Lewis Brown. The 
men who compose the troop are nearly all non-commis- 
sioned officers, but there are a number of privates whose 
riding qualities are hard to equal. 





The successful voyage of 200 miles from Oherbourg 
to Brest by the four French submarines. Sirene, Bspa- 
don, Triton and Selure in a single day with the reflection 
that this represents but half their radius of action leads 
a writer in Le Yacht, M. de Roll, to the following con- 
clusions: Portsmouth, the great English arsenal, is 70 
miles from Cherbourg.

Villefranche, Port -Vendres, 32 in all, to threaten 
the Thames, Straits of Dover, Portsmouth, Plymouth, 
Gibraltar, Malta, Spezzia and the Balearic Isles. 
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Capt. John Stewart Kulp contributes an article to the 
September Journal of the Association of Military Sur- 
geons on the relation of personnel to the bed-capac 
military hospitals. After gathering statistics of military 
and civil institutions having some 20,000 beds, he divides 
them into departments and secures data for the estima- 
tion of the pertentage of personnel required for each. 
These percentages recombined give an interesting table 
showing the-ideal allowance of medical officers and men 
for hospitals ranging in size from 100 to 1,000 beds. The 
article contains an original tabulation of the personnel 
of a military hospital which is practical and valuable.

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ARMY SLANDERERS ANSWERED. 


From an admirable article in the Brooklyn Eagle by 
Murat Halstead, we condense the following: 

There cannot be an Army of the United States not 
an Army of the people. The Army sent across the Pa- 
ecifie was at once a popular and national force. An un- 
commonly large proportion of the enlisted men were 
from the Central, the South, North, Middle Western 
and far Western States. The mingling of men in the 
ranks whence came the armies of the Southern Con- 
federacy, and those from the States that abided with 
the Union was remarkable. There was a generation 
in the Army that had not fought in the big war of the 
sixties. It made little difference on the marches and 
by the camp fires which way the fathers of the boys 
all wearing the national colors wore the blue or the 
gray in confronting ranks. The boys were all under the 
old flag and loved and adored it. in the largest sense 
the Army of the United States in the Philippines has 
been and is the most national of all the armies since 
the nation first came from the hearts and hands of the 
people. Call and scan them all, and the Army of the 
Philippines is the most American and national that 
history honors. 

If there was any sectional feeling among the Army all 
American it was as to what part of the country, when 
real fighting was on, the soldiers came from who put 
up the bigger fight for continuation of our national 
growth. 

The splendor of our nationality and the lofty, brave 
and generous spirit of the people were never more sig- 
nally displayed, or under more conspicuous or memorable 
circumstances than when the divisions of the Army that 
assembled in the Philippines sailed away. 

There never was less of that wretched spirit that 
would belittle our country than that abroad, when we 
crossed the Pacific Ocean. We of the United States were 
on a noble errand, and the history makers were with us. 
One thing certain, we were to clear up Spain’s account 
of colonies, in the East Indies as well as the West. 
What was to happen after the original discomfiture 
of the original enmy, it was hard to say. Our cause 
was just, and triumph we must. 

The inhabitants of the central pert of the Philippine 
group, welcomed our men of the Navy and Army with 
delight, joy beyond bounds, but our intelligent soldiers 
were not long in ascertaining there were others than 
Spaniards who were against us. There had been organ- 
ized in an English colony, in the great Chinese city of 
Hong Kong, a committee that called itself a Philippine 
Republic. It was no republic, but a dictatorship, a 
tyrannical and corrupt imposture, and through the mis- 
appropriation of the prestige of American victories, 
there was excited with malice and greed a disturbing 
element. A committee, not exceeding twenty in number, 
appointed by themselves, known only in dishonorable 
proceedings, claimed the country we had freed from Spain 
as their inheritance, and made mischief, intrigued with 
the Spaniards, and, finally, made war upon us. They 
were rank with evidence of bribery by the Spaniards. 
We had, therefore, to encounter, before Manila was 
besieged, not only the Spaniards, but a Filipino crowd 
assembled to answer a call that was false, and enter 
upon a career of malignant hostility toward Americans. 
This was as attractive to a Malay as piracy. 

The time came when these people had to be whipped. 
A desperate attempt was made by their disappointed 
gangs to carry on a murderous guerrilla war. he na- 
tives of the jungles thought they would have the ad- 
vantage in combats when in ambuscades. The returns 
show that on the average twelve guerillas were killed 
to one American soldier, and that made peace in the 
Philippines. 

At last, in spite of the formation in aid of partisan 
discredit and desperation, of a Filipino party in the 
United States, a most perverse and base subterfuge, the 
war was won. It is over in the Philippines, and the 
time has come to say whether a House of Ceesanatatioen 
shall be elected in this year, 1902, that will declare in 
favor of putting in power in the Philippines the Agui- 
naldo gang, who are blistered all over with their rank 
dishonesty, and bloodstained with murderous treacheries. 
And shall this corrupt “Junta” of sold-out traitors be 
protected by our Army and Navy, under a ludicrous mis- 
application of the Monroe doctrine? Shall we surrender 
our Army, and employ our Navy under the guidance of 
the organization of falsifiers who never appeared in pub- 
lic except in dishonorable associations? 

The people of the United States have got to vote on 
this proposition this fall, and preparatory to the precipi- 
tation of that issue, there has been a crusade against 
the American soldier, and he is charged with the crimes 
that are characteristic of the shabby pretenders. 

There is no representation of the American people— 
not.Congress even—better than the Army. The Army 
of the Philippines has been our flesh and bone and blood 
——farmers’ sons, young men from the shops, and they 
are as kindly as they are brave. They have, however, 
been exceedingly exasperated by cruelties and barbarities 
inflicted upon our soldiers, Now, our soldier boys from 
the shops and the farms have not changed in the endless 
summer climate, but they have been horrified, and, in- 
deed, infuriated, when their comrades have been put to 
torture, or mutilated after death, in ways too horrible 
to think of. This is not for anything the soldier has 
done, but just because he is a soldier of the United 
States. Our boys are not, as a rule, revengeful, and the 
brave are never cruel, but the feeling comes over the 
soldiers, when they see that tortures have been inflicted 
as dreadful as those the red savages used when the 
made prisoners, that perhaps the little yellow fiends will 
understand nothing but barbarism, to teach them accord- 
ing to their deficiencies. It is a curiously notable cir- 
cumstance that the class of members of Congress who 
dwell upon the dreadful demoralization they hear of in 
the Philippines and, therefore, plead that we must sur- 
render to and then protect the yellow savages, never 
seem to see any outrage story unless a soldier is charged 
with the misconduct. However, the most horrible books 
known in modern times are those bulky volumes contain- 
ing the official and other certain reports of the savagery 
shown American soldiers who have fallen into captivity. 
The comparatively few cases in which Americans have 
dealt irregularly with native demons are exploited, be- 
eause there are politicians who have use for the propaga- 
tion of infernal inventions or exaggerations, colored, 
spread forth: because there is a demand for scandalous 
literature to be used to affect the reputation of the Army 
with the people. The “cruelty” charged to our soldiers 
in the Philippines is the first experiment of the kind in 
this country, and probably will be the last. 


POLO IN THD ARMY. 


The Army Polo Club of West Point, of which Lieut. 

Col. Charles G. Treat, U.S.A., is president, is sending 
copies of the circular and its rules which follow to all 
posts of the Army where polo playing is indulged in. 
Ahe purpose is to organize all polo players in the Army 
itno the U.S. Army Polo Club, which shall become a 
member of the National Polo Association, the organiza- 
tions at the various stations being branches of the Army 
Club, a member of one being a member of all.

The Secretary Polo Team: Sir:—A polo club, called 
the Army Polo Club was organized at this post October 
v, 1901, having for its object the promotion of the game 
of polo in the Army. The organization may be made 
more effective if we shall be able to secure the co-opera- 
tion of other polo organizations in the service. _ 

I enclose copies of several articles of our constitution 
—which as you will see include all polo clubs in the 
Army if they so desire. The reason for this is that we 
may have an official status in the polo world. Af present 
we are ineligible to play games with any teams or mem- 
bers belonging to the Polo Association. 

In order to place any Army polo team on the same 
plane with all the teams now belonging to the Polo Asso- 
ciation, it is necessary for the Army Polo Club to join 
the Polo Association. To do this requires the payment of 
annual dues to the amount of $75 on May 1. Now, in 
order to accomplish the desired end the best plan seems 
to be to incorporate, so to speak, all Army post teams 
or sub-teams under the name of the Army Polo Club— 
with the headquarters, etc., of the club at West Point. 
To meet the demand for the annual dues it will be neces- 
sary for each post team to subscribe its pro rata of the 
amount or an annual assessment per capita of al! officers 
belonging to Army teams of the Army Polo Club to make 
up the $75. This should not in any case exceed one dol- 
lar each. With teams at Riley, Robinson, Meade, Den- 
ver, Chickamauga and West Point the dues would prob- 
ably be from $10 to $15 per team. If this proposition 
meets with the approval of your team, please furnish me 
with a list of all of your active players, so their names 
may be ready when we apply for admission into the Polo 
Association. The secretary of the Polo Association has 
informed our president, Col. Charles G. Treat, that this 
club may enter the Association now, but will not be re- 
quired to pay the dues before May 1 next. 

By becoming members of the Polo Association it will 
make each and every member of the Army Polo Club eli- 
gible to play with any team or in any game to which he 
may be ee , e tel.

ARTICLE II.—QUALIFICATION OF MEMBERS. 

All charter members of the club as organized on Oct. 
3, 1901, and all cadets of the U.S. Military Academy until 
graduation are members of the club; and it shall be 
the right of any commissioned officer of the Army of the 
United States, and of no other person, to become a mem- 
ber of this club.

REPORT OF PAYMASTER GENERAL. 


There could be no more convincing evidence of the 
integrity and efficiency of the administrative branch of 
the military establishment than appears in the annual 
report of Brig. Gen. Alfred E. Bates, Paymaster General 
of the Army. Aside from the fact that it shows a re- 
duction of $918,919 in Army expenditures as compared 
with the year preceding, this report is gratifying in that 
it demonstrates that the operations of the Paymaster’s 
Department are conducted with a degree of honesty and 
econo unsurpassed in any branch of the public ser- 
vice. e total disbursements on account of pay, etc., 
of the Army from April 1, 1898, to June 30, 1902, 
amounted to $200,051,267, and of this vast sum not one 
cent was lost. to the Government through defalcation, 
robbery, capture by the enemy or any cause whatever. 
Moreover, the whole cost of disbursing the money, in- 
cluding salaries and mileage of paymasters and their 
clerks, was only seven-tenths of one per cent., and that, 
too, in spite of the fact that much of the service paid for 
was at points remote from the United States, it being 
estimated that if the troops had operated entirely in the 
United States the cost of disbursement would not have 
exceeded six-tenths of one per cent. General Bates 
within bounds of modesty when he says that “the ab- 
sence of any loss whatever during the period covering the 
Spanish-American War and the Philippine insurrection 
is a gratifying tribute to the official probity, responsi- 
bility and accountability of the officers of the pay corps.” 
The showing is one that every officer and every friend 
of the rom | can contemplate with pride and admiration. 

The total amount of deposits received from soldiers

It is proper to add in this connection that the total 
amount received on account of soldiers’ deposits from 
enlisted men serving in the Philippines from Aug. 1, 
1898, to include Dec. 31, 1901, was $6,908,176. As a 
large proportion of this sum (probably $5,000,000, in- 
terest included) has already been repaid to Volunteers 
and Regulars who served in the Philippines and have 
since been mustered out or discharged, or will be dis- 
charged, and repaid prior to April 30, 1902, it is sug- 

ted that the sum of, say, $5,000,000 is properly de- 

uctible from the aggregate cost for Philippine service. 
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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Advices from Mindanao, where Brig. Gen. Samuel §. 
Sumner, U.S.A., is conducting an aggressive campaign 
against the hostile Moros, indicate that his undertaking 
is rapidly approaching a successful conclusion. Since ac- 
tive operations were resumed on Sept. 28, the two col- 
umns of American troops, one under command of Capt. 
John J. Pershing, 15th U.S. Cavalry, and the other under 
Capt. Eli A. Helmick, 10th U.S. Inf., have destroyed forty 
of the enemy’s forts and completely routed the Moro 
forces. On Oct. 4 the Moros retired into their strongest 
fort on the shores of Lake Lanao, where they were sub- 
jected to a fierce artillery fire for three hours in which 
a large number of the hostiles were killed. During the 
bombardment Lieut. Sylvester C. Loring, 27th U.S. Inf., 
crept under the walls of the fort and made a daring 
attempt to set fire to it, but he was discovered and com- 
pelled to retreat before accomplishing his purpose. Later 
the Sultan of Bubugatan led a sortie from the fort ac- 
companied by fanatics armed with krisses. They crept 
through the grass and sprang up and attacked the Ameri- 
cans. The Sultan was wounded six times and boloed 
an American before he died. His followers were killed. 
After nightfall Captain Pershing took his batteries within 
a hundred ya of the fort, closed in his infantry lines 
and resumed the attack. The Moros broke through twice 
and attempted to escape by the beach, but were discov- 
ered and many of them were killed. Moros aban- 
doned the fort on the following morning after fifteen 
hours of fighting, during all of which the only casualties 
to the Americdns were two wounded. After destroying 
the abandoned forts Captain Pershipg withdrew to his 
base at Camp Vicars. Major Gen. George W. Davis, 
U.S.A., commanding the Division of the Philippines, has 
sent to Brig. Gen. Samuel S. Sumner, commanding in 
Mindanao, a despatch congratulating Captain Pershing 
upon the success of his recent operation and the slight- 
ness of the American losses. neral Davis has transmitted 
to the War Department the following report from Gen- 
eral Sumner relating to the movements noted above: 
“Captain Pershing and Capt. Eli Helmick’s columns 
fired into nearly every cotta (small native forts) in 
Maciu. The places were captured and destroyed. Some 
were very strong, but our bursting shells demoralized 
and put the hostiles to flight. It is evident they do 
not intend to be cooped up as they were at Bayan. (This 
is the place where Captain Pershing first defeated the 
Moros in their forts.) One of the Sultans of Maciu and 
forty or fifty Moros were killed and two lantakas (small 
brass swivel cannon) and some rifles were captured. 
Two enlisted men slightly wounded. No property or food 
destroyed except such as was found in captured forts. 
I am hoping that this will be a lesson that will be bene- 
ficial to the Moros. I will try to comunicate with Bac- 
olod and others who have defied us. No opportunity will 
be missed to impress them with the fact that we can live 
with perfect peace with them if they will desist from 
hostilities and recognize our sovereignty. The Datto of 
Rio Grande and others of the friendly Moros say that 
our booting of the Maciu Moros will be good news to all 
of the other Lake Moros.” ; 

Despatches to Manila from Guam give further par 
ticulars as to the recent earthquakes in that island. 
The severest shock lasted three minutes and fifty-five 
seconds. Most of the stone buildings were ruined and 
the ground opened and belched forth water and sand. 
The Ameriean marines had narrow escapes from death 
or injury from falling roofs and walls of their barracks.

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CAPT. PIPER AS A POLICE COMMISSIONER. 


(From the New York Times of Oct. 10.) 

“Turn your eyes to the front. Don’t look around 
you to see who’s behind you. A policeman on the 
floor ought to look to the front!” With this command, 
spoken as a man accustomed to give orders would speak 
it the new Deputy Police Commissioner Piper last night 
introduced himself to the police of the Oak Stret Sta- 
tion. 

The night platoon was on the floor before Acting Capt. 
Sprecklen receiving the usual instructions before being 
turned out at 6 o’clock. There was nothing of particu- 
lar interest in what the Captain was saying, and the 
men heard him listlessly, some of them shifting from 
one foot to another and wishing it was over. 

Two men of military bearing entered the station jusi 
as the captain was finishing his instructions. As the) 
entered one of the policemen’s curiosity got the better of 
his discreion and, as he afterward explained, he “rub 
bered” to see who the newcomers were. It was so unusy 
al for any one to be allowed in the station at that time, 
and he knew they must be men of importance, it being 
a rule not to allow anybody but policemen or their offi 
cers in the station at roll call. 

“I thought I was hit with ‘lectric current from the 
third rail,” said the policeman who told the story. “Tha; 
young feller knows his business. No more rubberin’ for 
me! : 
Deputy Commissioner Piper was accompanied by his 
colleague, Deputy Commissioner Ebstein. After the in- 
cident of administering a little disc ipline, the Commis- 
sioners waited until the men were turned out, and then 
inspected the station 

They declined to say whether their visit had any signi 
ficance. But it caused the policemen of the precinct to 
do a lot of thinking, and by degrees the new Deputy 
Commissioner's words reached other precincts. 

“I wonder if we’ve got another Teddy Roosevelt!” was 
a comment heard often as the story went the rounds. 

After visiting the station house the two Depu'y Com 
missioners walbell up to Park Row on their way to the 
Astor House, and during the trip one or two policemen 
on post were surprised to be addressed in something of 
the following manner, particularly if they were not en 
gaged in walking their posts: “Officer, why are you 
standing here? Thy are you not walking your post?” 
One of the bluecoats replied that he was going to walk 
his post as soon as he got a cup of coffee that was 
coming to him from a nearby restaurant. The Commis- 
sicners made themselves known to the patrolmen and 
then walked on. 

“TI didn’t know who it was that was talking to me,” 
he explained afterward, “but I supposed that it was 
some one who knew what he was talking about, jus! 
judging by the tone in which he caught me up. Here- 
after I don’t do anything but just keep going and not 
take any chances. 
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Major General Hughes, U.S.A

The court was 
further advised in returning the proceedings that a recon- 
sideration of the sentence seemed advisable, but the court 
adhered to its original sentence of a fine of ten dollars a 
month for three months. The prisoner was found guilty 
of sleeping while important responsibilities were confided 
to him as a sentinel. The department commander be- 
lieves that it is to the best interests of the Service that 
the prisoner should go unpunished for this grave offense 
rather than that he, as department commander, should 
become an abettor in lowering the high standard of 
efficiency that must be required of sentinels if military 
organizations are to be maintained on that footing of 
excellence that guarantees success. The proceedings, 
findings and sentence were therefore disannvroved Sep- 
tember 27, 1902, and Private Laughlin will be released 
and restored to duty.”

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A REMINISCENCE OF CADET DAYS. 

Ve ave madebted to Col. Loomis L. Langdon, U.S.A., 8 
West Point graduate of 1854, for this reminiscence of his 
cadet days: ; 

One cold morning in the dead of winter, while still a 
“Pleb,” I marched on guard. A class-mate of mine whom 
we will call I————, marched on at the same time. His 
name did not begin with “I”, but as he is still alive and 
belongs to that part of our military establishment that 
comprises most of the talent and aristocracy of the Army, 
called officially the retired list, we will call him so to 
conceal his real identity. Some time in the even- 


ing there arrived at the post the body of Captain Norvell. 
He was not a graduate but he had for some reason ex- 
pressed a wish to be buried at the Point. The cadet 
sentinels are relieved off post at tattoo and go to bed. 
But that night it was considered desirable and appropriate 
to have a cadet guard over Captain Norvell’s remains all 
night. Some of the youngsters showed a strong repug- 
nance to this new kind of guard duty and I was 
particularly and dolorously expressive of his sentiments, 
holding forth to the amusement of his comrades, who 
were not on guard. He lived in the third story of the 
North Barracks. Some of the irrepressibles who roomed 
in the “Coche loft” right above ss quarters, 
rigged up an effigy by stuffing a complete uniform with 
bed clothes, and, sunpendins it by, cords, —_ ready one 
future operations against ’s ce 

loving work was completed near midnight by arranging to 
have this improvised “Spook” appear at the proper mo- 
ment to I who, unfortunately for his nerves, lived 
alone. ; ’ 

This delicate maneuver was so strategically timed that 
just as the corporal of the guard opened the door and 
called out to I in a strong voice that he was wan d 
at the chapel “to stand guard over Captain Norvell, 
I caught sight of a figure outside the window, 
outlined against a starlit sky, and with outstretched arms 
demanding admission. That was enough! A horrifying 
apparition shut from view the heavenly and friendly light 
of the stars. Without waiting to ascertain whether it 
was a sort of miscellaneous ghost, or simply the shade of 
Captain Norvell making a special call to reinforce the 
corporal’s order for the service of a guard, I- gave 
a howl of terror, curled up like a letter “‘S”, buried his 
bead in the blankets and yelled out to the corporal, I 
can’t go, I have a chill!” and so he had. 

I was living in the west wing of the new barracks un- 
der the hills. Not a word of the corpse’s arrival, of any 
sentinel’s being needed, nor of I 's adventures and 
failure to respond to the call of nis country in her hour 
of need, had reached me, when at the witching hour of 
midnight I was roused by Sergeant Van Voost's openin 
the door, announcing that I was wanted to stand gua 
over the body of Captain Norvell in the chapel,” and that 
he, the sergeant, would there await my coming. Hurriedly 
dressing, and equipped with musket and overcoat, I was 
very reluctantly but promptly at the chapel door. In 
the corner of the auditorium and not far from the door 
was a small box stove, which the sergeant had stuffed full 
of wood to warm the place, for it was freezing cold. On 
the corner of the nearest pew back was an apprehensively 
short candle, by the light of which Sergeant Van Voost 
was diligently “boning,” i. e., studying, his lesson in 
chemistry for the next day. After I had taken a few 
turns at “walking post,” to and fro, inside the front 
door, the sergeant goodnaturedly told me I might sit 
down by him and I could watch the “remains” from a 
comfortable position. near the stove. : 

It must have been nearly 1 o’clock in the morning 
when Sergeant Van Voost, looking up from his book, 
announced his intention of going to turn out another 
member of the guard to relieve me, adding, as if to re- 
assure me, that he “would not be gone long.” 

Well, perhaps he thought he was not gone long, but 
they were the longest minutes I ever passed in my life. 
| soon began to feel rather lonesome. Not a sound was 
to be heard except the faint, low sighing of the wintry 
wind at the windows or its mysterious whisperings at 
the door sills of the chapel, as if moaning for a a 
from the -dreary desolation of the outer world. The 
candle was getting alarmingly short and the wick assum- 
ing that long, intensely black and dubious. shape called 
by old housewives “a shroud in the candle.” Then, too, 
the candle flame flickered in an uncanny sort of way. 
All at once the vaguely defined shadows in the body of 
the church seemed to begin moving: — ; 

It is all well enough in the garish light of day to 
say, “I do not believe in ghosts.” But it isa different 
affair when, alone at midnight, you see shadowy forms 
in brownish, vapory, cobwebby stuff appearing and dis- 
appearing over a dead body. Sometimes they glided from 
side to side, or met and receded from each other. ‘Then 
they towered toward the ceiling, only to sink, as if re. 
buked, into the obscurity beyond the aisles where the 
outlines of the pews ceased to be discernable in the 
deepened: gloom. You fancy them stretching out their 
arms with long flowing sleeves, througn which could be 
seen the shapes of the mural tablets and the darkened 
windows. You see those shadowy arms pointing down to 
the flag-covered coffin in the dim uncertain light of the 
one candle. You ask yourself, ‘Where do the souls of 
the dying go?’ Why should not the spirits of the loved 
and lost linger around the homes and friends that were 
dear to them in this earthly life? I thought of all these 
things, also of the miracle of life itself, of the mystery 
of death, and of the incomprehensible and unknown 
other life. And then the shadows once more began to 
rise and sink, move to and fro and gather in gesticulating 
groups around and over the coffin, which I could not see, 
but which I knew was on trestles in front of the chancel 
rail. 

lt was an unnecessary and cruel thing to order into 
that place a boy fresh from a too indulgent home and 
quite unused to the company of corpses. I was begin- 
ning to feel creepy——in fact, getting scared—and the 
candle was almost burned out. There was but one 
thing to do, “Face the music.” I grasped my musket, 
tried to whistle, threw my head back and glancing fur- 
tively from side to side, marched straight toward the 
chancel with my heart beating like a steam pump. I 
approached to foot of poor Norvell’s coffin, passed close 
to the right of it, round the head, down on the other 
side of it and then back to the door. My physical sen- 
sations in this battle with myself I leave the reader to 
imagine. If the coffin, while I was marching away from 
it, and toward the door, had stood up on end and waltzed 
down the aisle after me, I would not have been the least 
bit surprised, though considerably more frightened. I 
repeated my march again and again, and with each re- 
turning and “solemn round” my experience was less and 
less trying and more reassuring. . The shadows slunk 
away among the mural tablets and were quiet. The sit- 
uation and its accessories were still uncanny, but I had 
resumed my normal condition when I heard the welcome 
sounds of Sergeant Van Voost’s stamping the snow off 





























his feet at the door. On entering he glanced curiously 
at me and asked how I had “been getting on, 
uite by my assurance that I was “‘all

right.” The relieving sentinel soon arrived, when I 
gladly left the chapel and tramped through the snow- 
coyered paths to my room. 

t has been my lot, in a wide and varied experience, 
since that night to s many days and weeks even in 
the midst of scenes of terrible anxiety and horror.

SECRETARY HAY TO THE GRAND ARMY. 


One of the most admirable examples of recent oratory 
is the speech of John Hay, Secretary of State, to the 
Grand Army of the Republic at Washington. It was 
worthy of any occasion and of any audience and has 
the true ring of the genuine feeling for the Veterans of 
1861-5, which is only possible in the fullest sense to one 
who himself belongs to that period and has shared in 
the emotions which stirred the souls of men to their 
profoundest depths. We have room for only this extract 
from the speech: 

Comrades of the Great Army: In the name of the 
President, and in his stead, I bid you welcome to Wash- 
ington. I need not say that on every inch of American 
soil, wherever that starry banner waves, you are at 
home, and need no formal words of welcome. But es- 
pecially in this Capital City of the Republic you fought 
to preserve, you are the children of the house; the doors 
are always open to you. Wherever you turn you are 
reminded of the history of which you are a part. From 
the windows of that White House the eyes of many 
comrades have looked upon this field whose names be- 
long to the ages—Lincoln, Grant, Hayes, Garfield, Mc- 
Kinley and Roosevelt. In the beautiful squares other 
comrades salute you from the bronze horses of the 
monuments where your love and loyalty have placed 
them. Across the winding river the heights of Arling- 
ton show the white tents of Fame’s eternal camping 
ground, where your friends and brothers repose. And 
casting its gigantic shadow over this bivouac of yours, 
the unequalled obelisk of Washington towers to the 
clouds—the loftiest structure ever reared by man in 
memory of the loftiest character in human history. 

A peculiar interest attends this gathering. Never 
again shall all of us meet in a camp like this. 
Not often shall the youngest and strongest of us come 
together to renew our memories of the past and our 
vows of eternal devotion to the cause to which in those 
distant days we swore allegiance. Thirty-seven years 
have passed since some of us, wearing crape on our 
arms and mourning in our hearts for Abraham Lincoln, 
saw the great army which he loved pass before the 
White House in the grand review. Many of you 
marched in those dusty columns, keeping step to the 
rhythm of drums and trumpets which had sounded 
the onset in a hundred battles. The banners blew gaily 
out—what was left of them; they were stained with the 
weather of, long marches; they were splendid in the 
rags and tatters of glorious victories, here was not 
much of pomp or state about that solemn march. But 
the men in the street that day—many of whom I have 
the honor of seeing before me—afforded their own coun- 
try and the rest of the world a lesson which shall never 
be forgotten, though its tremendous import was not im- 
mediately perceived. In fact, many inferences were 
drawn at the moment which he lapse of a few months 
found altogether false. One trained. observer of events 
in the Old World said: “These splendid fellows will 
give you trouble; it is too fine a force to be disbanded 
easily.” He reasoned from the precedents of the past, 
unaware that we were making new precedents. Since 
then the world has learned the lesson of that hour. The 
normal condition of the republic is peace, but not the 
nerveless peace of helplessness. We do not need the 
overgrown armaments of Europe. Our admirable regu- 
lar force, with its perfect drill and discipline, though 
by far the smallest in the world in proportion to popu- 
lation, is sufficient for our ordinary wants; but when the 
oceasion calls, when the vital interests or the honor of 
the country are threatened, when the national conscience 
is aroused, an army will spring from the soil, so vast, 
so docile, so intelligent, so formidable, that it need not 
fear to try conclusions with any army on the face of 
the earth. 

But that was only half the lesson; the other half 
was equally important—that when that citizen army has 
done its work it makes no claim, it exacts no conditions 
of disbandment, but melts away into the vaster body 
of the nation, as the foam-crested sunlit wave melts 
back into the profound depths of the ocean. . The 
great host of 1865 ceased to exist as an armed force, 
but in every town and hamlet of the land it lived as a 
part of the body politic—a nucleus everywhere of cour- 
age, patriotism and self-sacrifice. This was a new pro- 
duet the republic might proudly show to the world, say- 
ing, “These be the peaceable_heroes I bred from great 
ware.” © © © 

And in our own time the young men who s ormed the 
hill of San Juan, and have borne our flag with such 
honor to the forbidden city of Peking and the jungles 
of Luzon, have shown that their progenitors bred true. 
The men of to-day are as cood Americans as the men 
of yesterday, and the men of to-morrow, with God's 
blessing, will be the same. The dominant characteris- 
tic of every American army that has ever stepped te the 
tap of a drum has been valor and humanity. They 
have—in the long run—carried nothing but good ‘o any 
land they have occupied. As eur comrade McKinley— 
of blessed memory—said: “The flag has never floated 
over any region but in benediction.” 

By order of the President of the United States, these 
historic grounds, the property of the nation, are dur- 
ing this encampment dedicated to your use. They will 
receive from your presence an added sacredness and 
value. In the history of the twentieth century, which 
is opening with such brilliant promise, not the least 
luminous page will treat of this meeting of the Grand 
Army of the Republic—sojdiers and citizens whom the 
republic delights to honor.

The Bayerische Militar-Zeitung gives particulars con- 
cerning the war strength of the German army and navy. 
During twenty-five years from 1876 to 1901 the men who. 
passed through the hands of the. drill sergeant num- 
bered 5,183,103, includimg about 200,000 one-year volun- 
teers, Allowing 20 per cent. for losses, this would still 
leave in round numbers 4,000,000 ¢rained warriors 
available in case of war. In addition to this there are 
7,600,000 men who have passed into the first reserve 
or into the Landsturm with little or no training, and 
these should yield at least another 3,800,000 able-bodied 
men, who in a few weeks should be ready for war. By 
a similar process of reckoning there should be 112.- 
000 trained seamen, including some 12,500 one-year vol- 
unteers; and to these may be added a net 33,000 men 
accustomed to the sea, but otherwise untrained for 
naval purposes. The total fighting strength of the 
German nation is therefore placed at 8,000,000 men.

RECORD AND PENSION OFFICE. 





The annual report of the “hief of the Record and, 


Pension Office, Brig. Gen. Atnsworth, U.S.A., shows 
how great an improvement there has been in the mat- 
ter of disposing of pensions as compared with the days 
before General Ainsworth with his system of card rec- 
ords. Of the 162,022 cases received during the year not 
one was on hand June 30, 1902, nimety-three per cent. 
being disposed of within twenty-four hours of their 
receipt. Many cases involved intricate questions requir- 
ing careful administrative action. The number of ap- 
plications for the removal of the charge of desertion, 
under various acts of Congress, is gradually diminishing. 
From members of Congress 4,170 inquiries were received, 
and 516 reports made in response to calls from Con- 
gressional committees. Three thousand five hundred 
questions from the A.G. and 10,133 from the Q.M. gen- 
eral were answered without being made a matter of rec- 
ord. Three hundred and two claims from ex-Confederates 
for losses of personal property were disposed of during 
the four months from the date of the act providing for 
their payment. Of applications for duplicate certificate 
of discharge 87,261 have been received, 6,108 of them 
during the last fiscal year. No medals of honor were 
awarded during the year, although 58 applications for 
them were received. 

During the last fiscal year the carding of the § 
War records and the medical records of the Philippine 
insurrection was completed, and the reproduction of the 
military records of the Philippine insurrection was begun 
and prosecuted with such success that at the close of the 
year the work was well advanced and is now rapidly ap- 
roaching completion. 
, The index-record card work of the last fiscal year in- 
cluded the preparation of 677,267 military cards and 
216,485 medical cards, making, with the num Pp’ 
in previous years, a total of 43,059,174 of the former 
and 7,776,929 of the latter class, aggregating 50, 103 
index-record cards prepared up to and including June 
; ‘As a result of the adoption of improved business meth- 
ods, and especially because of the application of the in- 
dex-record card system to the military and medical rec- 
ords, the clerical force of the Record and Pension Office 
has been greatly reduced since the organization of the 
office as a bureau of the War Department, a reduction of 
300 having been made in 1894, in 1895, 25 in 1897, 82 
in 1900, and 42 for the present fiscal year. The total re- 
ductions in the clerical force have resulted in an annual 
saving of $501,540 in salaries alone.

We are by no means sure that General Corbin has 
expressed in public the opinion concerning the American 
Congress which is credited to him by a correspondent of 
the New York Sun in a letter from London which we 
quoted last week. If he did not say what he is reported 
to have said he must have thought it, or elsé he has 
much less capacity for reaching correct conclusions than 
we have given him credit for. The action, or the in- 
action, of Congress is undoubtedly the chief factor of 
doubt in the plans for educating our Regular Army up 
to the highest standard of efficiency. 

But are there not others in authority who share with 
Congress the delusion that there is some other and bet- 
ter way of providing for the public defense than that of 
organizing and training an adequate force of professional 
soldiers, who make it their sole business in life to fit 
themselves for the emergency of war? Whoever he be, 
and whatever his position in publie or private life, he who 
eaters to the popular delusion that a soldier or a sailor 
can be improvised in case of need, out of a civilian, is 
doing his part to destroy the efficiency of the Army and 
to leave the country without the necessary means of de- 
fense. Even General Knox, upon whose shoulders has 
been saddled the responsibility for the delusion that a 
militia or volunteer force is the cheap defense of na- 
tions, never held such an opinion, and never said what 
has been credited to him. General Knox did believe that 
a well organized and well instructed militia was the 
cheap defense of nations. But the system devised by 
him assumed “the great body of the people to possess a 
competent knowledge of the military art,” and that “all 
men of the legal military age should be armed, enrolled, 
and held responsible for different degrees of military 
service.” The sad experience of over a century since 
General Knox wrote has demonstrated that such a mili- 
tia force as he describes is an impossibility. There is 
no argument that appeals to the average citizen that 
can persuade him, without adequate reward to devote 
to the profession of arms the amount of time required 
to make him an efficient soldier. To do this requires 
him to abandon his efforts to secure a proper 
support for himself and his family, to lay aside his 
ambitions in life, and to subject himself to the personal 
restraint which is so irksome to the American citizen 
that he will not submit to it, unless submission is abso- 
lutely essential to success in the profession in which 
it is his chief ambition to succeed. The amateur and 
dilettante cannot hope to succeed in the profession of 
arms, any more than in other professions. If a man 
becomes a good soldier he will not, as a rule, be as suc- 
cessful in civil life and the reverse is equally true. The 
real military man is not one who has a knowledge of 
drill, tactics and military history and precedent alone. 
He must have, in addition to all of these, certain habits 
of mind which may exist in embryo in the civilian with 
a military bent, but which can never be adequately devel- 
oped in any other way than by persistent training and 
by the daily and hourly submission, through a long term 
of years, to restraints such as no man will subject him- 
self to except under some form of compulsion. Men 
with whom arms are merely the recreation of life can 
never be made into thorough soldiers, and the multipli- 
cation of civilians in uniform adds but little, if any, 
to our military strength. Concentration of authority, 
too, is absolutely essential to the efficiency of a military 
organization and this is possible only in a body of men 
constantly under the control and direction of the central 
military authority, which is the National Government. 
No, gentlemen, there is but one possible way for those 
of you who appreciate the need of preparing for the 
great responsibility which we are assuming in this coun- 
try and century, and that is by uniting your efforts in 
building up our Regular Army and Navy. Hostility 





to these, whatever be the motive that prompts it, is 
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constructive treason, inasmuch as it puts the honor and 
security of the nation in peril. Such bostility has no 
other foundation than the strange del 
to us by ancestry inheriting the tradition of 

to a military aristocracy. Those who cherish this de- 
jusion fail to see that the liberties of a people are 
in danger from a military body so absolutely subject to 
the civil authority and the will of Congress as our Army 
and Nevy must be. We have over and over again 
challenged the enemies of our Regular organizations to 
cite a single fact in our history that suggests that there 
can be any danger to our liberties from the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a sufficient force of trained 
military men, but without reply. 

Surely conservative citizens should realize how, with 
the growth ef our population, the constant tendency in 
this country to return to the old world conditions, the 
pecessity increases for the maintenance, even in time of 
peace, of a force whose sole interest and single duty is 
the maintenance of public order and the enforcement of 
law without favor or partiality toward any class of citi- 
zens and without prejudice against any. Congress, 
which enacts the laws, always has such a force under 
its complete control. It can make it or unmake it at 
will, but when the need for it becomes extreme—as it 
has been over and over again in our history, may be 
again at any time, and is sure to be during the history 
of each generation—an efficient Army cannot be im- 
provised. Let us not go astray after false gods. The 
unquestioning and unqualified support of our Regular 
force is the plain duty of those under whose immediate 
orders they are acting and they should do all in their 
power to correct popular delusion concerning it. We are 
aware that the necessity for votes makes it difficult to 
always insist upon a correct line of action, but the mat- 
ter of maintaining at its highest efficiency, and in a 
cheerful and hopeful frame of mind, the bodies of men 
whose office in life is to care for our national protection 
is so obviously essential, and so clearly a patriotic duty, 
that no seeming political necessity should be suffered to 
interfere with it. 

Additional emphasis to what we say is given by events 
of the past week in Pennsylvania and elsewhere. What 
the people of this country need most to learn is respect 
for law and authority. There is far too much disposition 
to obey law only so far it accords with some seeming 
demand of present necessity, and to compromise with 
and coax those who propose to substitute the interests 
and will of some voluntary association for the stern 
mandate of executive authority declaring that “thus 
saith the law.” No amount of popular sympathy with 
any cause should persuade justice to relax the stern 
front it should always turn toward those who would 
defy authority. The interests of order are those of the 
whole community and they should not for a moment be 
lost sight of in the struggle for party supremacy. “The 
convulsive events generated by the inordinate pursuit 
of wealth,” as said General Knox in 1790, “require 
that the Government should possess a strong corrective 


arm.” 
ARMY OFFICERS AS SCAPEGOATS. 


Mr. J. W. Fortiscue, a fellow Devonshire man and 
a friend from boyhood of Sir Redvers Buller, comes to the 
defense of that general in an article in the September 
number of the Nineteenth Century and After, in an 
article entitled, “Some Blunders and a Scapegoat.” He 
holds that Sir Redvers is merely the latest of a long 
series of military scapegoats who have been laden with 
the sins of careless and inefficient Governments. The 
list of scapegoats, Mr. Fortiscue says, is a long one. 
“Admiral Byng is the most famous of them, who was 
shot because a cowardly minister, the real culprit, trem- 
bled with reason for his own neck. General Fowke, the 
Governor of Gibraltar, was most unfairly dismissed, 
the service at the same time for the fault of the same 
individual. Passing on to the American War we find 
no fewer than three victims, Howe, Burgoyne and 
Clinton, were needed to atone for the folly and blunder- 
ing of Lord George Germaine in America alone, to say 
nothing of the West Indies. In 1794, perhaps the most 
remarkable year in our history for military mismanage- 
ment, by ignorant civilians, we find the Duke of York 
one among the many that were sacrificed to save Pitt and 
Dundas, both of them sadly disloyal masters. Finally, 
to close a list which might be considerably longer, there 
is the pathetic figwre of John Moore, shattered to 
pieces by a round shot, but murmuring with his last gasp, 
‘L hope my country will do me justice.’ It will be ob- 
served that he said ‘my country’ not ‘the Government.’ 
Ile expected no mercy from the minister, and he was 
right. I have only to remark that in the past I have 
always found that the persecution of the scapegoat has 
been malignant in proportion to the delinquency of the 
Government. The greater the blame that really rests 
with the ministers, the greater their assiduity in fas- 
tening it on their chosen victim.” 

Although we have never had a case quite so tragic as 
that of Admiral Byng, similar experiences to those de- 
scribed by Mr. Fortiscue are not unknown in this 
country and the logical conclusion of the condemnation 
of Fitz John Porter would have been his execution, as 
he himself contended. In the case of General Buller it 
is pointed out that the 20,000 Boers he supposed to be 
facing him on the disastrous day of Colenso, were most 
of them men in buckram, there being actually only 
5,000 Boers present and only 1,500 in the fighting line. 
Baron A. Von Maltzan, who was present with the Boers, 
tells us a frontal attack was bound to fail, that the 
Boers could searcely credit their eyes when they saw the 
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troops advancing, and, fn regard to the loss of the guns, 
if the general had held the @énga with three or four of 
his regiments which had not come under fire, not a Boer 
cou!d have approached :the guns. 


DEPARTMENT RECOMMENDATIONS TO OON- 
GRESS. 

According to officers at the War De nt who are 
cognizant of the plans and purposes ofthe Secretary of 
War the Congressional legislation during the coming 
session of Congress the efforts of Mr. Root will be chief- 
ly confined to obtaining favorable action upon his bill 
providing for a general staff organization. As will be 
remembered this bill did not get out of the Military 
Committee during the last session of Congress, antag- 
onism to its provisions being very evident among cer- 
tain members of both commitiees. General Miles, who 
was one of the most active officers in preventing the 
passage of “the bill and whose testimony before the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs did more than 
anything else to defeat the measure, is now on his way 
to the Philippine Islands, and will not, probably, be back 
in time to work against the passage of the new bill 
which is to be introduced immediately after Congress 
meets.. It is thought, however, that he will make strong 
recommendations against the general staff idea in his 
forthcoming annual report, but this is, of course, specu- 
lation, as the report, although received at the War De- 
partment, has not yet been given to the public. Strong 
influences have and will be brought by the Aaministra- 
tion upon those members of the two military committees 
who are opposed to the bill to make them withdraw their 
objections. In fact, the general staff plan is to be made 
an Administration measure, and will be recommended 
for adoption by the President. 

The annual report of the Secretary of the Navy will 
contain some exceedingly interesting recommendations 
this year, and will show most conclusively the policy 
of the new Secretary in all naval affairs. As we have 
stated on many occasions, Secretary Moody does not 
intend this year to ask Congress to appropriate for any 
ships of the first or second classes; his recommenda- 
tions for the increase of the Navy’s floating strength 
will be confined to ships of the gunboat type and train- 
ing vessels. A strong appeal will be made to Congress 
to make a material increase in the commissioned and 
enlisted strength of the Service. ‘The Secretary is de- 
termined that the number of officers shall be increased, 
and will direct public attention to the necessity in his 
political speeches. In an address he delivered before 
the Marquette Club, Chicago, on the evening of Oct. 
9 he spoke with great force and effect, presenting the 
facts as to the dearth of naval officers which are famil- 
iar to our readers, and saying: 

“The most imperative need of the Navy to-day is of 
additional officers. I cannot overstate this need. It 
demands the instant attention of Congress. It takes 
longer to make an officer of junior rank than it does 
to build a batileship, and conditions will not permit us to 
dally with the question. It is the time for action. Much 
as I wish to continue the building of ships, I do not 
wish them unless at the same time provision is made 
for officers and men to man them. For years the con- 
dition to which I refer has been approaching. To-day 
it is acute. Four years from now it will be desperate 
unless there is early action. Congress alone can deal with 
this question. I believe it to be the duty of Congress 
to face it speedily and courageously. I doubt not that 
it will be done. If it-is not done and action does not 
follow, it will not be many years before we shall see 
our splendid ships decaying in our harbors as idle as 
painted ships upon a painted ocean.” 
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WORK OF THE ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 

Gen. Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, gave out a statement 
on Oct. 10 as to the work now being carried on by his 
department at the principal arsenals and proving 
grounds. Much of this information has already been 
published in the JournNaL. General Crozier says in part 
that at the proving ground tests were made of sub- 
calibre tubes and of the firing mechanism of the 12-inch 
mortar, and of a device for automatically opening the 
breech mechanism of the 10-inch breech-loading rifle or 
disappearing carriage. 

At Springfield armory there was a test of the manu- 
facture of the new model sword and scabbard adopted 
by the recent board on uniforms, also of the magazine 
rifles with short barrels, 26 inches, to ascertain their 
advantage over guns having a barrel of the present 
length. This short-barrel ritle has been proposed to 
meet demands for a shorter and lighter gun, like the 
one used in England. Tests are also being made of 
packet and slips for a new Springfield magazine rifle. 

At Watervliet arsenal the Varcus firing attachment 
for 12-inch mortars is being manufactured for test, 
and new 38-inch field rifle, model 1902, is under manufac- 
ture. At Rock Island arsenal experiments are being made 
with a steel saddletree in place of the wooden tree. Two 
were manufactured of different thicknesses of steel and 
will be tested in service. Tests have been made of 
broad tires on siege carriages. Results show that broad 
tiers are superior-to narrow ones when wheels do not 
sink below the depth of the fellies, but are not equal 
to narrow tires under other conditions. 

At the Bethlehem Steel Works shields for the 6-inch 
rapid-fire gun, made of Harvey armor 41/4 inches thick, 
are being manufactured. At Watertown arsenal night 
sights for seacoast guns have been purchased and issued 
to forts in the maneuver district for testing. A cast steel

one to give strength. A new depression range finder is 
under trial with promising results and trials will be 
continued by a Artillery board at Fort Wadsworth. 


The War Department has finally settled upon a definite 
scheme for the service of troops in the Philippine Islands. 
We have on many occasions, recently, commented upon 
the fact that the Secretary of War was anxious to limit 
service in the Philippines to two years for all organiza- 
tions sent there, but have further stated that the De- 
partment did not see its way clear to adopting such a 
plan. It has now, however, been definitely decided by 
the Secretary that all of the troops now in the Philip- 
pines shall remain there until their three years’ tours 
have been completed and then be ordered home. ' All troops 
sent to the Philippines in .the future will serve two 
years in the achipelago and four ‘years at home. The 
next troops to be brought home. from the Philippines 
will be the Ist, 2d and 5th Regiments of Infantry, which. 
will come home in about-a year. At that time it has. 
been decided to send to the Philippines to take the places \ 
of these regiments the 14th, 18th and 23d Regiments of 
Infantry. These three latter regiments have already 
served tours in the Philippines, and when they return 
to the islands next year it will be with the understanding 
that they are to be relieved after two years, and that 
then they will remain for four years in this country. 
This is the definite plan. 








On the strength of Naval Constr. David W. Taylor's 
report that the great floating dry dock at Havana, which 
recently collapsed, can be made ready for towing at a 
cost of about $5.600, the Secretary of the Navy bas 
decided that the structure shall be taken to the Pensa- 
cola Navy Yard, where the more extensive repairs re- 
quired to render it available for docking purposes can 
be completed at the convenienc of the Department 
It was thought when the recent accident occurred, which 
resulted in extensive damage to the dock, that the entire 
work of repair would be undertaken at Havana, and that 
the final disposition of the dock would not be arranged 
until the sites for the projected coaling stations for the 
United States Navy on the Cuban coast had been agreed . 
upon by the Governments of the two nations. The 
Cubans, however, have come to regard the presence of ° 
the dock in their chief seaport as offensive to their sense 
of national pride, and they will probably derive great 
relief from Secretary Moody’s order for. its removal. 
Uncle Sam is even willing to sit up o’nights devising 
ways to avoid wounding the super-sensitive feelings of 


his little Cuban sister.

Since the paragraph concerning the promo'ion of Gen. 
William Quinton, on page 128 of this issue, went to 
press, we learn- that Col. John I. Rogers of the Artil- 
lery Corps is to be appointed to the vacancy caused by 
the retirement of General Quinton, and that he will 
in turn retire to make a place for the promotion of an- 
other officer. We announced recently that Col. Charles 
C. Hood of the 16th Inf, was slated to follow Col. 
Chambers McKibbin as a brigadier general. At that 
time this was the plan of the War Department, but as 
Colonel Hood will not have completed his forty years’ 
service until the latter part of next month and as Colo- 
nel Quinton would retire from age en Oct. 15, it was 
decided that the appointment of Colonel Hood to be a 
brigadier general should be deferred until laer, He 
will, however, eventually be appointed a brigadier gen- 
eral and retired. The delay of the promotion of Colonel 
Hood makes a change in the promotions following that 
of Colonel Quinton. Instead of those named on page 
28 they are: Lieut. Col. Leon A. Matile, to colonel; 
Major Edward B. Pratt, to lieutenant colonel; Capt. 
Robert C. Van Vliet, to be major; 1st Lieut. James 
B. Gowen, to captain. The choice of the 2d lieutenant 
for promotion is uncertain. There are now thirty-five 
second lieutenants of infantry entitled to promotion 
and who will be advanced as soon as Lieut. W. O. 
Smith _has been examined. Crowne, at the head of 
the list, failed in his examination in May and his pro- 
motion has been suspended for a year, when he will be 
again examined. The proniotion of Col. John I. 
ers of the Artillery Corps to be a brigadier general 
will cause these promotions in the Artillery Corps: 
Lieut. Col. Samuel M. Mills, to be colonel; Major Cons- 
tantine Chase, to lientenant colonel; Capt. Lotus Niles, 
to be major. The promotions in the grade of first. and 
second lieutenants cannot be stated until the matter of 
lineal rank in the Artillery Corps has been’ decided. 
There are at present nine vacancies in the grade of 
captain and the same number in the grade of first 
lieutenant in the Artillery Corps which have been held 
up because of this puzzling question of lineal rank, of 
which we made editorial mention in our issue of Oct. 4.

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PENNSYLVANIA STATE TROOPS MOBILIZED. 


Governor Stone, of Pennsylvania, on Oct. 6 after a 
conference with prominent officers of the National Guard 
relative to preserving order in the coal regions and 
affording proper protection to men desiring to work in 
the’ places of striking miners, issued a general order 
calling out the entire military force of the State. This 
force comprises a division of three brigades, numbering 
10,200 men. Of this force 3,000 were already on duty 
in disturbed districts at the time the order directing the 
balance of the force of 7,200 men to report for duty was 
issued. The troops previously in the field were the 4th, 
8th, 9th, 12th and 13th Regiments of the 3d Brigade, 
and the Governor’s troop, Sheridan troop and 2d Phila- 
delphia city troop. 

These troops ordered out on Oct. 6 are comprised in 
the 1st and 2d Brigades and assembled with their usual 
promptness fully equipped for field service, each man 
carrying on his person 50 rounds of ball cartridge. Of 
the ist Brigade, the 1st Regiment, Colonel Bowman, 
left at midnight, Oct. 7, for Hazelton, and the 2d, Colonel 
Dechert, left at the same time for New Philadelphia. 


Each regiment carried with it one gun and a detail from 
Battery A, Captain Warburton’s command having been 
split up and the Captain detailed on staff ogy 

The 3d Regiment, Colonel Price, left for Minersville. 
and the 6th, Colonel Coryell, and the Ist Troop of 
Cavalry, Captain Groome, left for Panther Creek Valley, 
all on the morning of Oct. 8. A more rapid movement 
could have been made had occasion demanded it, but it 
was deemed wise to give officers and men a few hours 
to arrange business matters. it was the assembly 
and movement to the riotous districts was a splendid 
showing. 

Over in the 2d Brigade the 14th, 16th, 18th yo 
left on the night of Oct. 7. The 5th, 10th, the Sheridan 
Troop and Battery B left later. Some of the companies 
making up regiments of the 2d Brigade are located at 
distant points, and naturally take a little longer to 
mobilize than a regiment whose units are all quartered 
in one city. As an example of prompt attendance, the 
four companies of the 10th Regiment which gathered at 
Greensburg were but six men short and when this be- 
came known a dozen men applied to be enrolled in their 
places. Four of those who were accepted turned out to 
be coal miners. 

The several brigades are assigned to duty in the fol- 
lowing districts: First Brigade, Brigadier General 
Schall commanding, Carbon county, the southern half 
of Luzerne county and that section of Schuylkill county 
lying south and east of a line drawn through Brookside, 
New Boston and Delano. 

Second Brigade, Briagdier General Wiley command- 
ing, Northumberland and Columbia counties, and that 
section of Schuylkill county lying north and east of a 
line drawn through Brookside, New Boston and Delano. 

Third Brigade, Brigadier General Gobin commanding, 
Susquehanna and Lackawanna counties and the north- 
ren half of Luzerne county. 

Major General Miller, commanding the division, has 
established his headquarters at the Commonwealth Hotel 
in Harrisburg, Pa. 

In his order directing the State troops to mobilize, 
Governor Stone said: “The major general commanding 
will. place the entire division on duty, distributine them 
in such localities as will render them most effective 
for preserving the public peace. 

“As tumults, riots, mobs and disorder usually occur 
when men attempt to work in and about coal mines, he 
will see that all men who desire to work and their fami- 
lies have ample military protection. He will protect 
all trains and other property from unlawful interference 
and will arrest all persons engaging in acts of violence 
and intimidation, and hold them under guard until their 
release will not endanger the public peace: will see that 
threats, intimidations and all acts of violence cease at 
once.. The public peace and good order will be preserved 
upon all occasions and throughout the several counties, 
and no interference whatever will be permitted with 
officers and men in the discharge of their duties under 
this order. The dignity and authority of the State 
must be maintained and her power to suppress all law- 
lessness within her borders be asserted.”

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GERMAN OPINION ON THE BOER WAR. 


In an article on the Boer War General von der 
Goltz, for many years instructor of the Turkish army, 
ascribes the prolonged resistance of the Boers to the 
nature of the seat of war. We quote from a translation 
in the Army and Navy Gazette: 

He says: “The experience of European officers who 
were in the war convincingly proved that the Boers, on 
the average, were no better riflemen than the average 
well drilled German soldier, apart from the fact that 
many who fought with the Boers came from towns and 
cities, or were immigrants who were not in the posses- 
sion of the ‘inherited’ virtues of the old colonist. Also 
the tradition that every Boer is a hero sans peur et 
sans reproche has long been abandoned. The majority 
of the leaders and soldiers, however, were essentially 
aided by their robust constitutions, their hard lives, and 
their keen eyesight; but this cannot solve the whole 
riddle. It is equally incorrect to ascribe the protrac- 
tion of the war to the abnormal incapacity of the Eng- 
lish troops. It is true that the tactics of the English 
leaders are open to criticism, put it must not be for- 
gotten that the first events at the seat of war, especially 
the locking up of the English troops at Ladysmith, 
Kimberly, and Mafeking, eontributed a great deal to 
the protraction of the English operations. The anxiety 
to retain those places brought about a division of the 
troops seeking to relieve them, until Lord Roberts put 
an end to the nuisance, and advanced with united forces, 
via Bloemfontein, against Johannesburg and Pretoria.” 

With regard to the fighting capacity of the English 
troops, the answer given by one of the German 
officers who were in the campaign to General von der 
Goltz was: “They behaved almost like German troops 
during the maneuvers.” This is the highest praise that 
can be bestowed upon them by the German general. 
Baron von der Goltz calls attention to the strange fact 
that the extraordinary superiority of the English artil- 
lery proved without effect in nearly all the hard fighting. 
He attributes it to the circumstance that “the effect of 
modern guns greatly decreases when they are drawn 
up too close together, so that an increase of their num- 
ber is absolutely valueless if the room at their disposal 
does not increase in proportion of their strength. This 





clearly shows that the massing of guns alone never 
decides a battle. This was proved at Auerstadt, where 
244 Prussian guns could do nothing against the 44 
French.” The same thing was noticed by a Prussian 
officer who had fought at Beaugency, one of the sever- 
est battles of the Franco-German War, and who was 
also at Colenso. He told the general that the attack of 
the English artillery made an indescribable noise, but 
had next to no result, adding, however, “‘the only ques- 
tion is whether the nerves of civilized soldiers could 
stand the moral effect of such a terrible fire. The Boers 
have no nerves.” 

After pointing to the fact that the engagements of 
infantry with infantry in South Africa have again shown 
the strength of a pure defensive in face of a frontal at- 
tack, General von der Goltz arrives at the conclusion 
that the value of a most careful use of a natural cover, 
and of the greatest circumspection on the part of the 
leaders, has been fully proved in the Boer War. He 
commends the extensive use of mounted infantry, which, 
he thinks, may also be cumtepes advantageously in 
European wars. In conclusion he emphasizes the fact 
that the value of faith, liberty and patriotism has 
orece more been asserted, and that the ucation of 
youth, especially in the military service, must be di- 
rected to this end. “The objection that the Boers were 
pot saved from subjugation by these qualities is only 
partially true. They were, and must have been, de- 
feated in the long run because their warfare was only 
defensive, without any definite aim. It is a great ad- 
vantage to the English that they always pursue a de- 
cisive licy, directed towards great and positive ob- 
jects. uring my lengthy stay in the East, a high 
Indian officer told me, about twenty years ago, ‘We 
shall lose India one day, not through Russia, but 
through the Indians themselves. They are commencing 
to shake themselves free from tutelage, and a nation of 
300,000,000 cannot be kept down forcibly by a few hun- 
dred thousands. We shall then need compensation, which 
we shall find in Africa.’”

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FORT RILEY MANEUVERS. 


Fort Riley, Kas., Oct. 6, 1902. 

A brief mention was made last week of the exercises 
of Monday which represented opposing forces of all arms 
with Col. Geo. B. Rodney, Field Art., commanding the 
Blues, and Col. C. ©. C. Carr, 4th Cav., the Browns. 
It was assumed that the enemy, ten thousand strong, 
was advancing from Stockdale, Kan., and the object was 
to locate him and develop his full strength. The day 
dawned bright and clear, which was appreciated fully by 
everyone after the past week of inclement weather. 
Colonel Rodney’s command included the advance, con- 
sisting of two troops of the 8th Cavalry, Colonel Stanton, 
11th Cavalry, commanding, the support of two troops 
of the 8th Cavalry, Captain Donaldson, 8th Cavalry, 
commanding the reserve, three companies of Engineers 
as Infantry and Cavalry, Major Leach, Corps of Engi- 
neers,. commanding the main body. One battalion, 6th 
Infantry, the 20th and 28th, Field Batteries, two battal- 
ions of the 6th Infantry with ambulance and signal par- 
ties, Major Loughborough, 6th Infantry, commanding, 
and one company of the 6th Infantry with signal party. 

The command left the race-track on the Republican 
Bottom at 9 o’clock and advanced rapidly through Pump 
House Canyon, in the direction of Hay Camp Spring, 
with a gradually developed front of about two miles in 
length. The point to be gained was Morris Hill, which, 
with its commanding position, was an objective doubly 
important to both forces. Captain March’s battery, after 
a fierce gallop with Cavalry as support, reached this 
point, and immediately went into battery, with the 
Cavalry pushing far out on front and flanks, fully a mile, 
and with not a Brown in sight. As no signs of them 
could be found, the impression was soon gained that their 
attack would be in force on either flank, with an en- 
deavor to cut off the Blues’ line of retreat through Junc- 
tion City. Such it proved to be, for shortly the skirm- 
ishers on the right front were engaged with the Browns 
at long range. 

The Brown force consisted of the 4th Cavalry and the 
18th and 22d Infantry. Colonel Rodney was cautious, 
however, as this might prove a feint, with the real attack 
on his left flank, and his main body was held to the 
rear of his center, where he had established his head- 

uarters on Morris Hill, so as to be available for either 

ank. Upon the report of a Blue scout that there was 

a concealed movement of a large body of troops circling 
his front in direction of his right, Colonel Rodney sent 
March’s battery to a ridge a mile on his right flank, 
and none too soon, for a battery was already coming into 
action to shell his main body with a heavy support of 
Infantry. Two troops of Cavalry and two companies 
of Engineers supported the battery. A heavy cannon- 
ading followed, under which the 18th and a portion of 
the 22d Infantry of the Browns deployed for attack. As 
they came in view the 28th Battery from Morris Hill 
opened on them at 3,500 yards. 

This movement of Infantry put the 19th Battery 
(March’s) out of action, it being on his flank, and ac- 
companied by heavy volley firing on his battery and sup- 
port. Two battalions of the 6th Infantry, a company 
of Engineers and two troops of Cavalry were then taken 
from the Blues left to reinforce the right, to counteract 
the Browns attack, accompanied by the 20th Battery 
(Snow’s) in reserve. The Brown Cavalry swept wav 
around the Blues’ right in a dashing manner, but a 
counter-charge of the Blues with heavy firing from the 
20th Battery put them out of action and they were de- 
clared captured by the umpire. As the Brown force had 
been fully developed, the recall was sounded and after 
an inspection of positions, the signal bomb indicating 
the end of the day’s exercise was exploded, and the troops, 
after eating lunch, were marched to their different quart- 
ers. Although no decision was announced, it is the gen- 
eral impression that the Blues were victorious, although 
at one time their position was precarious. 

On Tuesday the attack and defense of a convoy was 
the order of the day, as described briefly last week, and 
on this occasion the Blue force convoying the train of 
wagons, which was fully two miles in length, were to all 
appearances, easily victorious. A spectacular charge of 
Cavalry against Infantry in a strong position was the 
feature of the day, although, according to military tac- 
tics, that particular body of troops was, it is under- 
stood, counted out of action. 

Regimental. brigade and division drill occupied the 
morning of Wednesday, while in the afternoon the 6th 
and 19th Batteries were engaged in target practice. The 
outpost exercises scheduled for Friday forenoon were 
abandoned on account of the inclement weather. During 





afternoon there were lectures by Colonel W; 

te Sage eheene, Sad aaptains, ond ly am oflee. of ngi- 
neers to all officers who wished to attend, on _ intrench- 
ments. Owing to the continued inclement weather, the 
ground being sodden from the heavy rains and the roads 
almost impassible, the exercises for Friday and Saturday 
were postponed, save in the ease of the Engineer Corps, 
who in despite of the high water in the Kansas River, 
due to.the recent downpours, laid their pontoon bridges 
on, the morning of the latter day. day’s exercise is the 
attack and defense of a position, with the entire com. 
mand engaged. 

On Tuesday the two regiments of the National Guard 
of Kansas and the battalion from Colorado were en- 

under the command of Brigadier General Hughes, 

.N.G., and acquitted themselves most creditably. It is 
to be regretted that the nasty weather prevented the 
carrying out of the exercises according to schedule, as 
the National Guardsmen, who leave to-day, have only 
pestictnates in one day’s work and their camp experience 
as been very unpleasant.

5. The commandant, Naval Station, San Juan, Por- 
to Rico, will be kept informed of the itinerarv of the 
division commander, in order that vessels of this force 
may quickly communicate with the division commander 
through the Commandant at San Juan, who will expe 
dite the transmission of all messages.

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FOOTBALL AT ANNAPOLIS. 
Annapolis, Md., Oct. 4, 1902. 

For the first time in their football history the eleven 
of Georgetown University of Washington defeated the 
Annapolis midshipmen in a game here this afternoon by 
he score of 4 to 0, the Washington boys, through supe- 
vor aggressive work, forcing the Middies behind their 
own goal for two safeties. The day was a bad one for 
a football game, the weather during the entire day was 
threatening, and just a few minutes before the kick off 
in the first half, a drizzling rain began to fall and con- 
tinued throughout the entire contest. The rain made 
the pigskin difficult to handle, but in spite of this the 
boys played fairly well. The Washingtonians appeared 
to handle the far better than the midshipmen who 
i: seemed, would fumble every other pass that was made. 

The playing of the middies to-day demonstrates the 
fact that the Annapolis team will have to take a consider- 
ble brace before tackling the Army cadets in their annual 
game in Philadelphia on Nov. 29. With the exception of 
, couple of fumbles, the Georgetown team played a good 
game, notwithstanding the conditions. The Navy line, it 
seemed, could not resist the attack and the Varsity backs, 
tackles and guards were sent through their line for re- 
peated good gains. The Varsity men were heavier, and 
at times would use their beef in opening big holes in the 
opposing line, although the middies were working hard to 
resist the terrible onslaught.

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


“New France and New land,” by the late John 
Fiske (Houghton, Mifflin & ), is the final volume 
which completes the chain of histories of this country, 
from the very of America to the adoption of the 
Constitution, upon which Dr. Fiske had for so many 
ears been e and the achievement of which was 
is great ambition. It shares with all Mr. Fiske’s work 
the great qualities of his mind and the grace of his style, 
and presents in philosophic manner the causes and 
events which marked the victory on this continent of 
the English civilization over the French. 


“A Sea Turn and Other Matters,” b: 
Aldrich, also published by Houghton, Mifflin & Co., is a 
new collection of short stories, comprising practically all 
that ‘Mr. Aldrich has written since the publication of the 
collected edition of his work several years ago. The 
scenes lie as far apart as Budapest and Meg many One 
is laid in London, one in Marblehead, one in New Ham 
shire, and one in New York. Although the characteristic 
mood of the stories is cheerful in “The White Feather” 
the tragic note is sounded, and there is also a sombre 
touch in “An Untold Story.” The book has a fresh and 
effective setting both in page and cover, and is full of the 
charm which is sure to be found in any work from Mr. 
Aldrich’s pen. 


“The Flag on the Hilltop,” by Mary Tracy LHarle 
(Houghton, Mifflin & Co.), is acceptable to all and of ab- 
sorbing interest to boys. Its hero is a Southern boy who 
is placed during the Civil War under the care of a North- 
ern uncle, a country doctor, who lives in a Copperhead 
community of Southern Illinois. In defiance of his neigh- 
bors, the doctor flies a Union flag at the top of his tallest 
tree on a hill, where it can be seen for twenty miles 
around. Under these circumstances, the boy’s loyalty 
to his uncle and his loyalty to the South bring about 
events which provide the action of the story. The book 
is an excellent piece of literary work. 


“What’s What at Home and Abroad,” by F. Sturges 
Allen, is a little volume which will be highly valued by 
every diner who been harrassed by the mysteries of 
the average bill-of-fare, for it contains a vocabulary 
of terms and names used on menus, such as are seen 
in the better class restaurants and hotels in America. 
Most of the terms are also in use in England and many 
of them on the Continent. Other useful information in 
the volume is a list of poisonous plants and antidotes 
for them, of what to do in case of accident, and descrip- 
tions of precious stones used in jewelry,.each list arranged 
in alphabetical order for ready reference. Published by 
the Bradley-White Company, New York. 


“Sea Fighters from Drake to Farragut,” by Jessie 
Peabody Frothingham, is an admirably written volume 
giving in brief but comprehensive style the histories of the 
heroes of naval war and of the events that made them 
famous.. Each biography forms a clear picture of the 
character of the sea fighter it cribes and 
the icturesque and salient points in his career 
are dwelt upon to form an interesting narrative. 
Together the biographies give an outline of the 
progress of naval history. The sea fighters described 
are: Sir Francis Drake, 1544-1596; Admiral Tromp, 
1597-1653, and Admiral de Ruyter, 1607-1676, of the per- 
iod of Holland’s naval activity; Marshal de Tourville. 
1642-1701, and the founding of French sea power; Vice- 
Admiral de Suffren Saint-Tropez, 1726-1788, less widely 
known because his genius was hampered by circumstances 
and the obstacles he was forced to overcome; Paul Jones, 
1747-1792, and the birth of the American Navy; Lord 
Nelson, 1758-1805, whom this author ranks as the world’s 
greatest sea hero; and Admiral Farragut, 1801-1870. 
“America’s chief naval leader.” There are a number of 
illustrations in the volume of the most important naval 
e ements of the periods described. -ublished by 
Charles Scribner’s Sons, New York. 


“The White World” is an interesting and handsomely 
illustrated volume describing life and adventures within 
the Arctic Circle, as portrayed from many points of view 
by famous living explorers. Rudolf Kersting has col- 
lected and arranged the articles which compose it for the 
Arctic Club, and it is issued under the auspices of the 
club by Lewis, Scribner & Co., New York. «wenty-two 
explorers give their a in the volume and de- 
scribe what interested them most in the Far North, pre- 
senting all the pathos, humor and tragedy of the expedi- 
tions which, with extraordinary courage and amidst un- 
paralleled sufferings, have attempted to reach the North 
Pole. With each article is given a portrait and brief 
account of the career of its author, and there are nu- 
merous illustrations. Among the articles are “An Arctic 
Rescue,” by Rear Admiral Winfield Scott Schley, U.S.N., 
which opens the volume; and “Farthest North with 
Greeley,” by Major David L. Brainerd, U.S.A. 


With its quarterly issue for September, “Tales from 
Town Topics” makes an innovation, appearing in a new 
guise and increased size, and containing a complete novel 
as its opening article, instead of a noviette as heretofore. 
The novel, “Where Waters Beckon,” is by Joanna BE. 
Wood, and there is also the usual varied assortment of 
short stories, sketches, poems and witticisms. 


In “Captain Macklin,” Richard Harding Davis departs 
again from his more frequent field of the short story, and 
shows, as he has done before, that his vivid power of 
description and ability as a portrayer of interesting char- 
acters are capable of successful application to the more 
sustained effort of a complete novel. It is the story of a 
born fighter, a young man whose ambitions lie wholly in 
the field of military glory. Dismissed from West Point 
because of a serious but not dishonorable breach of dis- 
cipline, he seeks service as a free lance in a South Amer- 
ican Revolution, espousing what he believes to be the 
cause of liberty in a foreign legion under “General La- 
guerre,” a noble figure of modern chivalry. “Captain 
Macklin” wins his way to a position of importance in 
the cause he upholds, but by the turn of events his 
party is defeated almost at the point of success, and he is 
left to seek the goal of his ambitions in other fields. He 
attempts to settle down as a serious man of business, but 
fighting is in his blood, and at a word from his beloved 
former commander, who as a soldier of fortune has un- 
dertaken a new cause, “Captain Macklin” is off for new 
lands and the only career in which he finds happiness. 
It is an absorbing story, full of excitement and of char- 
acters of much individuality. Published by Charles 
i Sons, New York; illustrated by Walter Apple- 
ton Clark. 


“The Admiral’s Aid,” a story for old and young, by 
Chaplain H. H. Clark, U.S.N., published by the Lothrop 
Publishing Company, Boston, should, in the fullness and 
accuracy of its details covering the daily life of the 
Navy, prove of special service to those ambitious for a 
naval career.

The navigation of the 
river is comparatively easy and safe to Ichang for ves- 
sels of light draught. Ichang is one of the four ports 
opened to foreign trade by the treaty of Chefoo on April 
1, 1877. Should the Helena succeed in oy Ichang 
she will be the first foreign war vessel to do se for many 
years, the Palos, of long ago, having visited this city 
during one of her voyages up the Yang-tsze. 

The Navy Mutual Aid Association_makes the regular 
quarterly assessment under date of Oct. 1, 1902, being 
the asseasments Nos. 236-240, both inclusive.

PRECEDENCE OF SECOND LIEUTENANTS. 
To THe Eprror or tHe Army AND Navy JougNat: 

Tn your issue of Oct. 4, under the heading of “Pre- 
cedence of 2d Lieutenants.” Subaltern says that the Army 
Register of 1902 conflicts with the Act of Congress of 
Feb. 2, 1901, which says in part, “and nothing herein 
contained shall change the relative rank of officers hete- 
tofore commissioned in the Regular Army.” 

There is no doubt in my mind about the Honorable the. 
Secretary of War having seen the Register before it’ waa 
issued, which Subaltern seems to think he neglected. At 
one time promotions were made according to seniority © 
in the several regiments, and in that way. some officers 
had quick promotion and others slew. Later on promo 


tions were made by seniority from a lineal list which was 
published, the standing of the officers in the several = 
being determined by date of commission. In a 
many instances, officers who had become majors (tor We ie. 
stance) of their regiments, had less oned service, 
owing to quick promotion, than captains in other regi- 
ments who had slow promotion. 

Then the Act of Feb. 2 1901, was passed, and to pre- 
vent any friction, the law was made to read, “and noth- 
ing herein contained shall change the relative rank of offi- 
=e heretofore commissioned in the Regular Army,” but 
ir does not prevent those coming in under the Act “tak- 
ing rank in the respective grades (1st and = lieutenants) 
according to seniority as determined by length of prior 
comuniseioned scrvice.” 

The first agotsten a above was evidently put in the bill 
to prevent officers who had longer commissioned 
but lower rank than others in the same grade (due to old 
regimental promotion ) from claiming rank the bil! 
according to seniority, “as was determined une So oe 
prior commissioned service.” Therefore, that

Ichang is one of the four — 
opened to foreign trade by the treaty of Chefoo on April 
1, 1877. Should the Helena succeed in reaching Ichang 
she will be the first foreign war vessel to do so for many 
years, the Palos, of long ago, having visited this city 
during oné of her voyages up the Yang-tsze.

PRECEDENCE OF SECOND LIEUTENANTS. 
To THE Eprror or THe Army AND Navy JourNat: 

In your issue of Oct. 4, under the heading of “Pre- 
cedence of 2d Lieutenants.” Subaltern says that the Army 
Register of 1902 conflicts with the Act of Congress of 
Feb. 2, 1901, which says in part, “and nothing herein 
contained shall change the relative rank of officers hete- 
tofore commissioned in the Regular Army.” 

There is no doubt in my mind about the Honorable the 
Secretary of War having seen the Register before it’ was 
issued, which Subaltern seems to think he neglected. At 
one time promotions were made according to seniority © 
in the several regiments, and in that way. some officers 
had quick promotion and others slow. Later on promo 
tions were made by seniority from a lineal list which was 
published, the standing of the officers in the several grades 
being determined by date of commission. In a great 
many instances, officers who had become majors (for in- 
stance) of their regiments, had less oned service, 
owing to quick promotion, than captains in other regi- 
ments who had slow promotion. 

Then the Act of Feb. 2 1901, was passed, and to pre- 
vent any friction, the law was made to read, and noth- 
ing herein contained shall change the gelative rank of offi- 
cers heretofore commissioned in the lar Army,” but 
it does not prevent those coming in under the Act “tak- 
ing rank in the respective grades (1st and 2d op pe = 
according to seniority as determined by length of prior 
comuniseioned service.” 

‘The first. ynotation above was evidently put in the bill 
to prevent officers who had longer commissio 
but lower rank than others in the same grade (due to old 
regimental promotion ) from claiming rank u 
according to seniority, “as was determined by 1 of 
prior commissioned service.” Therefore, of 
the bill which says, “and nothing herein contalanl shall 
change the relative rank of officers heretofore commissioned 
in the Regular Army,” it seems to me was put in to 
vent any change, which was coe 
determined lenth of prior 
among the - wee guines os iat Cp owing Ie 
old method of. regimenta! promotion.

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GARRISONING NAVAL STATIONS. 


To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL: 

The conclusion of Captain Williams, U.S.M.C., that 
foreign naval stations should be garrisoned by marines is 
logically and tactically sound, but it is weak in one par- 
ticular. How would the marines under our present sys- 
tem receive sufficient training to make them efficient ar- 
tillerymen? 

On shore the line is sharply drawn between the man 
who uses a 12-inch gun and a rifle. Why? Because it 
is recognized that the work is wholly different, and no 
body of troops can become efficient infantry and modern 
artillery at the same time. If they are compelled to 
study both they will neglect the hardest (which is the 
artillery part), or if they devote their time equally they 
will be poor infantry—and poor infantry has no place on 
the modern battlefield—and miserable artillery, and will 
fail in their duty of properly defending their works, with 
resulting disaster to all. 

Let us assume that we require a highly trained body 
of artillery marines; they cannot defend permanent works 
unless they are artillery. How will they be trained? 
With the Army? Out of the question. Aboard ship? 
Im ible. The guards are too small in the first place, 
aa it would interfere with the instruction of the sea- 
men. Could they be trained at home in the navy yards? 
How, with what? No, they must be drilled with the 
weapons they are to use and be thoroughly familiar with 
the works they are ta defend. There is but one conclu- 
sion, green men would be sent out to foreign stations 
and trained there. Can this be done with officers and 
men continually changing from shore to ship and foreign 
stations? I think not. 

Our artillery officers live in their works and drill an¢ 
study constantly in order to be efficient. Let us assume 
that a marine would spend one-third of his time in for- 
eign service at naval stations; we will then have the fol- 
lowing: Three years at home ashore, three years afloat at 
home or abroad, and three years in fortifications; that 
is, three years out of every nine devoted to the study of 
gunnery and fortifications. Can you make efficient artil- 
lerymen and officers this way? No. No man can study 
modern gunnery for three years and drop it for six years 
and remain efficient. War comes when least expected ; 
suppose we have our fortifications manned by men who 
have just returned to fortification duty after an absence 
of six years: what would be the result? Defeat, I think. 

There is but one solution. Organize a Corps of Ar- 
tillery Marines, part of the present Corps (as the Artil- 
lery is part of the Army). Let them garrison and serve 
in the foreign naval stations continuously. allowing them 
to return on leave only. Then, and not till then. will we 
have an efficient force of marine artillery to defend our 
naval stations. If infantry is required also, we have it 
in our present excellent marine infagtry.

Answer: (1) He may have a claim on the auditor for the 
War Dept. for the amoufit that it would have cost the 
U.S. to transport the soldier. (2) The assignee assumes 
all risk and must refund the erroneous or overpayment. 

Pr. W. G. asks: A man enlists Feb. 16, 1902; in settling 
his clothing account would you use two separate clothing 
echedules to do so?

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effect “July 1, 1902, or on receipt of order after that 
date.” The soldier claims the allowance to July 1 on the 
old sehedule, and from July 1 to Aug. 15 om the new 
schedule. Answer: Clothing account is settled 

to the allowance pF ier in force when soldier en- 
tered the service, in above case from Feb. 16 to June 
30, 1902, under old schedule and after July 1, 1902 under 
new schedule. 

ENLISTED MAN.—The Army Regulations provide that 
an enlisted man who desires to procure discharge 
from the United States Service, by favor. should address 
a letter to the Adjutant-General of the Army, accom- 
panied by such corroborative data as he may possess, 
setting forth the reasons u which he bases his appli- 
cation. and nand or mail it to his y commander, 
who in turn will forward it through usual military 
channels, with recommendation and remark upon the 
interests of the service involved and the validity of the 
reasons advanced by thé applicant. . ee which 
do not come forward in t manner will not be enter- 
tained. All applications must be forwarded to the Ad- 
jutant-General of the Army through intermediate com- 
manders, who will approve or disapprove, as provided 
im paragraph 850, Army Regulations. Such communica- 
tions, upon return to the commanding officer of the com- 
pany, constitute a part of the company records and will 
not ve delivered into possession cof the soldier, who will, 
however, be properly informed of the final action taken 
in the case.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTDPREST. 

The new service rifle now on trial in the British Army 
has a shorter barrel than the present rifle and better 
sights. The rifling has been modified to ease the force 
toward the muzzle. 

In addition to the admitted irregularites in the pur- 
chase of horses for the British Army during the Boer 
War, stories are current of the questionable quality of 
7oods supplied, their wastage or deterioration at South 


African ports by the delay to disembark, or careless stor- 
age after landing; we hear of tons of hay left to rot, of 
food forgotten in warehouse and truck, of mountains of 
tinned meat rotting and cast into the deep sea, of de- 
murrage paid upon steamers detained over their time for 
want of orders to unload. 

Sweden has undertaken a reorganization of her army 
which is not to be completed until 1914. The staff.is to 
be improved and a large amount of money expended. 
for 350,000 new rifles, 50,000 carbines and the purchase 


from the Straits of Gibraltar due west, so that within 
24 hours from the receipt of a cable or wireless tele- 
gram, the whole of the British fleet stationed at Ma- 
ira could be in a position to block the Straits, and 
which fleet could ibly be reinforced by the Channel 
adron some hours later on, if. required. The 
island of Porto Santeo—which is situated about 23 miles 
N.E. of Madeira—would make a splendid look-out and 
signal station to the naval base. 

Describing the Royal Naval op! of Italy at 
Livorno or Leghorn the esr arid Army Illustrated tells 
us that “the life at the Na Academy is simple, healthy 
and gay. Playtime, plentifully interspersed with hard 
work, which goes far to keep up the never easily 
spirits of the sons of the sunny South who foregather 
in its friendly arms to imbibe that instruction which 
shall place them in a position to act with honor in the 
profession of the sea. On the whole life seems to be worth 
living at Livorno.” Accompanying this is a picture of 
the cadets at play, three of m undertaking the difficult 
feat of balancing themselves together on a rolling ball 
three feet in diameter. 

A correspondent of the Army and Navy Gazette dwells 
upon the danger of using the interrupted screw mechan- 
ism for quick-firing guns of from 6-inch caliber down. 
He names five accidents, none of which could have taken 
place, he contends, with guns provided with the eccentric 
screw recently adopted by the mch. This screw offers 
the absolute security which gives the gunners perfect 
confidence in their own weapon; it is specially adapted 
for the use of metallic cartridge cases, which are per- 
fectly safe, when—as is the case with the eccentric screw 
—the metal case is not exposed to arty blow from the 
breech-block, and the. firing-pin is not brought in line
